WASHINGTON, March 18.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] At the Cabinet meet- 
ing today, which lasted nearly two 
hours, the Cuban situation was dis- 
cussed in every aspect. No. conclu- 
sion was reached, and the subject was 
postponed until the arrival of the re- 


The chief controversy was over Min- 
ister Polo’s proposition for the amplifi- 


rangement contemplates the with- 
drawal of Spanish troops from the 
island, the full pardon of the insurgents, 
the election of a native Cuban Legisla- 
ture and, in fact, the complete sur- 
render of Spanish dominion in nearly 
every respect except the withdrawal of 
Spanish sovereignty. 

In favor of acquiescence in this plan 
were Secretaries Long and Bliss, At- 
torney-General Griggs and Postmaster- 
General Gary. Against it were Secre- 
taries Alger and Wilson. Secretary 
Gage was absent in Cleveland, O. 

When this division in the Cabinet be- 
came known, several Republican mem- 
bers of Congress called on the Presi- 
dent in the afternoon to protest against 
further consideration of the autonomy 
plan. Any compromise with Spain, it 
was held, would result only in contin- 
ued revolution and disorder, as the Cu- 


‘bans would accept nothing short of in- 


dependence. The President did not 


commit himself. 
SPAIN’S NEW SCHEME. 


Wants More Time to Try Another 
Autonomy Plan. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. ] 

WASHINGTON, March 18.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] After the Cabinet meet- 
ing today it wes stated that the Presi- 
dent and his advisors had seriously 
considered a proposition from Spain 
asking for more time, so that a new 
scheme of autonomy might be tried. It 
was also stated that only Secretary 
Alger was opposed to this further ex- 
tension of the time of grace. His favor 
of the independence-recognition propo- 
sition is well known. He and Senator 
Foraker are friends in this as well as 
in other matters. 7 

As to the details for giving the scheme 
a trial, it was stated that Spain is to 
offer the insurgents the withdrawal of 
her troops if they will but let her flag 
fly over the island, and the United 
States, to show its favor toward that 
plan of pacification, is to withdraw her 
fleet from Key West and send it north- 
ward, say to Hampton Roads, whither 
the battleships have already been sent, 
and instead of sending the monitors 
Miantonomah, Terror, Puritan and 
Katahdin to Key West, have them stop 
at Port Royal, S. C., where much 
dredging has already been done so as 
to make the drydock available. 

This was denied, as a matter of 
course, but it only bears out what 
was telegrarhed Monday and reiter-. 
ated since, that the effort is to settle 
the Cuban question without destroy- 
ing Spanish soyereignity over the 
island. A success on that line wil) 
result in the preservation of the peace, 
and the preservation of those Amen- 
can interests that are represented by 
claims against the Spanish govern. 
ment. It will mean the success ot 
the.

The administration also has views as 


to why Spain’s Ministers are talking 
more saucily than heretofore about nov 
paying indemnity and things like that. 
“Domestic politics’ is the explana- 
tion. The Spanish election occurs 
next month. Sagasta must meet the 
assaults of the Weylerites, whose cam- 
paign platform consists of ‘‘the .honor 
of the country and the army and the 
navy.” <A good deal like ‘patriotism, 
sound money and the preservation ot 
the national honor,” so familiar to 
Americans. two years ago.

CLEVELAND (0.,) March 18.—[{Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.] Secretary of the 
Treasury Lyman J. Gage, delivered 
an address before the Cleveland Cham- 
ber of Commerce tonight. Upon his 
arrival in the city he was met by mem- 
bers of the chamber and escorted to 
the Hollenden Hotel, where he was 
seen by the correspondent. 

“There is really very little new in 
the war situation,” declared the Sec- 


retary, in answer to the reporter’s 
question. 
“Has this war scare affected the 


business interests of the country?” 

‘Tt has not yet,’’ said the Secretary. 

“In event of trouble, would the ef- 
fect be permanently detrimental or 
would the country quickly recov+r?” 

“I am not. prophesying. In the 
first place, I don’t believe we are go- 
ing to have any trouble, and if we 
don’t, of course business won’t be af- 
fected. If we do have trouble, we will 
meet the conditions in the best way w>2 
can when they come up.” 

‘In the event of war would President 
McKinley, in your opinion, imme- 
diately ask for a large appropriation?” 

“Well, you will have to ask Presi lent 
McKinley about that. You can devend 
upon it he will ask for all he needs.” 

“How are the monetary resources of 
the countrv?”’ 

“They are all right. We have lots 
of money.” . 

“And our credit?” 

“It is still good; that is proven by 
the price quotations on government 
bonds.” 

Saturday Mr. Gage goes to Pitts- 
burgh to speak at a banquet, and 
thence back to Washington. 


SPAIN’S MILITARY STRENGTH. 


Lost Seventy Thousand, buat Has 
Eigthy Thousand Effectives Left. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ]} 
WASHINGTON, March 1%—Seventy 
thousand men is the number of Span- 
ish soldiers who have been killed, 
wounded, and otherwise incapacitated 
for duty during the present war in 
Cuba. These figures have been -re- 
ceived in this city recently from re- 
liable sources, and are said to be as 
nearly authentic as it is possible to 
obtain them without recourse to the 
records kept by the Spanish govern- 
ment. 
From this same source considerable 
other information bearing on the mili- 
tary strength of Spain and her depen- 
dencies is obtained. The present force 
of Spain in Cuba is as follows: Regu- 
lars, 135,000 men. Of this number, it is 
estimated that 80,000 of them are effec- 
tive for military purposes. JTney are 
distributed throughcut the island as 

follows: 

About twenty-five thousand are in 
the two eastern provinces of Santiago 
de Cuba and’Puerto Principe, and the 
re mainder are in the provinces of Santa 
Clara, Matanzas, Havana and Pinar 
del Rio. There are about thircy thous- 
and men in what is Known as the vol- 
unteer army. These are mostly in the 
province of Havana, and are largely 
in the nature of home guards, corre- 
sponding to our State militia. There 
are 55,000 men who are not effective for 
military duty from various causes. 

The strength of the Spanish army at 
home, including her near-by posses- 
sions, is 109,000 men, which in times of 
demand for additional soldiers may be

They attain the enormous 
speed of thirty knots an hour, and 
have an armament of quick-firing guns 
equal to the average gunboat. The 
power of such craft is certainly very 
great, and perhaps they may prove to 
be the ideal naval craft. 

One distinguished naval officer. an 
expert in ordnance matters, expressed 
the opinion today that two such tor- 
pedo-boat destroyers might annihilate 
the biggest battleship in the world. if 
they stood ready to run the risk of be- 
ing sunk themselves. Al! that would 
be necessary for them to do, he egaid.

sight during the daylight hours, which 
they could do easily with their supe: 
rior speed, and when darkness had 
come, attack the battleship from oppo- 
site directions simultaneously at fu}!

THE NAVY PERSONNEL. 


SECRETARY LONG DESIRES SOME 
CHANGES THEREIN. 


Recommendations Will Be 
Pressed After the Naval Appro- 
priation Bill Passes. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, March 18.—By 
quest of Secretary Long, the issue as 
to the enactment into law of the Nava 
Personnel Bill will not be precipitatea 
until the Naval Appropriation Bill is 
passed by the House. This change of 
view of the administration was com- 
municated to the House Committee on 
Naval Affairs today by Assistant Sec- 
retary Roosevelt, who appeared before 
the committee at the request of Sec- 
retary Long. Assistant Secretary 
Roosevelt went to the Capitol with the. 
express purpose, under Secretary 
Long’s direction, to urge the incor- 
poration of the entire personnel bill in 
the appropriation bill. 

He had a brief personal interview 
with Chairman Boutelle. and previous 
to Mr. Roosevelt’s appearance before 
the committee, the two had a talk 
with Speaker Reed that lasted an hour 
and a half. The Speaker informed 
them that the bill, as an amendment, 
would be subject to a point of order, 
and after some further discussion, Mr, 
Roosevelt and Mr. Boutelle returnea 
to the committee, where the latter ad- 
vised against putting any portion of 
the personnel bill into the appropria- 
tion measure. 

Some days ago Secretary Long, Capt. 
Crowninshield and some of the cther 
naval chiefs had a hearing before the 
committee, in which the Secretary 
stated he would be glad to have the 
entire personnel bil] put in as part of 
the appropriation bill. Failing that, 
there were certain features of that 
measure of which the necessity is 
great, he wanted inserted now. 
~He subsequently submitted to the 
committee a formal provision, contain- 
ing the items deemed necessary at 
this time, and which he had verbally 
recommended. These were to provide 
in the appropriation bill for the au- 
thority for the folllowing: 

“Omission of two years’ cruising com- 
prising a third of the course of 
training of the naval cadets at Annap- 
olis, and allowing cadets graduating 
from the Annapolis Academy to be 
commissioned in service without the 
final two years of the course; second, 
changing the title of the cadet tu 
midshipman; third, increasing the engi- 
neer corps by 100 skilled machinists, 
fourth, increasing the number of as- 
sistant paymasters' by fifteen; and 
fifth, adding twenty assistant cng)- 
neers.”’ The recommendations made 
by the administration would bring 
twenty-two cadet engineers and sixty- 
two line cadets into immediate com- 
mission. 


These recommendations, except the 
last two, were set aside today, at 
the request of the administration, to 


differentiate entirely the two bills. The 
only items formerly recommended that 
will be included will be those relating 
to assistant paymasters and _ the as- 
sistant engineers, which are considered 
in the light of emergency provisions. 

Representative Foss of Illinois, chair- 
man of the sub-committee, gave for- 
mal assurance that as soon as the ap- 
propriation bill had been passed by 
the House, his sub-committee woula 
begin the consideration of the person- 
nel bill, and that there would be no 
avoidable delay in action. 


LIEUT. COLWELL INTERVIEWED. 


Will Raise the Flag Over the Cruiser

WEYLER IN THE PHILIPPINES, 


Saved Four and a Half Millions on 
Fifty Thousand Dollars. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
DETROIT (Mich.,) March 18.—Prof. 
Dean C. Webster of the University of 
Michigan, who has visited the Philip- 
pine Islands in the interest of science, 
says that people here are unwilling to 
believe the things said about the Span- 
ish treatment of the Cubans. They 
seem too abhorrent, but if they could 
appreciate that the outrages in Cuba 
.dwarf those of Armenia they would 
have stopped them long ago. Said he: 

“For two years and a half I was in 
close contact with officials of Spain in 
the Philippine Islands, and witnessed 
the abuses of the government. Weyler 
was at the time Governor-General, His 
salary for the time he was in the isl- 
ands was $50,000, but it is positively 
known that he placed $4,500,000 to his 
credit in the banks of Paris and Lon- 
don at the end of that time. He or- 
ganized a campaign against the Moros 
simply because he might become field 
marshal by commanding a certain 
number of men, whom he sent into the 
jungles, where 8 per cent. of them died. 
At the time he was sailing around the 
coast. | 

“The poor natives are taxed by the 


‘Spanish for being alive. There are 10,- 


000,000 people in the islands,.and they 
are excessively taxed on everything 
that the Spanish officials may become 
rich. The houses of those who failed 
to pay their taxes were burned, and 
sometimes people were tied to trees 
and tortured for the slightest offense. 
At Toledo, in Cuba, the authorities 
charged $50 for burying a corpse with- 


out a coffin, and $75 with a coffin.’

In Porto Rico there are 5000 Spanish 
troops, which, in the event of hostili- 
ties, could be supplemented by 4000 
volunteers. 


CUBANS NOT WEAKENING, 


Nevertheless They are Willing to 
Purchase Independence. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REVORT.] 
NEW YORK, March 18.—That the 
Cubans are willing to end the strife 
im their island is without question, but 
while they are willing to pay Spain 
an indemnity, the leaders here are 
positive in their assertions that they 
are not weakening in the slightest de- 
gree, and are willing to continue the 
fight. The question of the amount of 
indemnity which might be paid in case 
such an agreement were feasible was 
talked of earnestly by the officials of 
the junta here today. Just what 
amount might have been paid three 
years ago, and that which might seem 
reasonable now from the Cubhan’s 
point of view, may be gathered from 
the following reply to such a .ques- 
tion, which Tomas Estrada Palma 

made this evening: 

““At the beginning, the war debt was 
$250,000,000, but Cuba could not stand 
it. And this was one of. the reasons 
that the revolt was precipitated. In 
the beginning 6f 1896, after the 
vasion. of the western provinees by 
the Cubans, the latter might have 
been willing to pay $200,000,000. At the 
beginning of the rainy season a? 
1896-97, they would have paid $150,000, - 
000, but now they: would not 
more than, if as much as, $100,460.000. 

“If the wet season should set in this 
year before such an agreement could 
be’ arranged, we would not think of 
paying anything. The reason for the 
decrease in the amounts are the in- 
creased chances of our success,” con- 
tined Mr. Palma, ‘“‘not to speak of the 
destruction” and desolation of the 
island that impairs its productive ca- 
pacity.”’ 


AN AUTONOMIST TALKS. 


Senor Angulo Thinks the Problem 
is Being Solved, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

WASHINGTON, March 18.—Sefior 
Angulo, who is at the head of the 


_ commissioners appointed by the Cuban 


Cabinet, talked freely today concern- 
ing the purposes of his mission. 
Angulo Said that his authority was 
confined strictly to cornmercial affairs 
between the United States and Cuba. 
The present emergency might involve 
features which the Cuban government 


‘ Would desire him to act upon, but that 


would require further instruction, as 
his only present purpese was to deal 
with the commercial treaty. 

Mr Angulo said the Cuban people 
desired self-government. Heretofore 
hs had felt that Spain was not willing 
to grant real autonomy. When, how- 
ever, Spain put into force the present 
autonomous plan, it was accepted by 
the most advanced autonomists in 
Cuba as fully meeting their desires. 
He and others who had always be- 
louged to the radical autonomist wing 
‘Were convinced, he said, that when 
the passions of the moment passed 
away all Cubans would accept auton- 
omy as giving them home rule in its 
fullest sense. The delay in subduing 
the insurgents and the failure of that 
element to accept autonomy was due, 
Mr Angulo said, to the passion en- 
gendered by Weyler’s policy 

As these changes did not affect 


Spain would accept them when they 
were brought forward in the proper 
form, as the Spanish government had 


always declared that it wished for 
autonomy, not in mere name, but in 
reality. Sefior Angulo said this 


modification in the autonomy plan was 
quite lengthy, and had been placed in 
the form of a manifesto by the auton- 
Oomist party of Cuba. 

Mr. Angulo stated that he had no 
doubt that the Cuban problem would 
be solved without a conflict between 
the United States and Spain. It would 
have been settled before this time, he 
said, if the present agitation had not 
influenced those who were about to 
accept autonomy and induced thie to 
adopt an expectant attitude. hen 
asked as to the present war prepara- 
tions and the prospect of a conflict be- 
ih pa the United States and Spain, he 
said: 

‘TT do not believe there is to be a 
conflict between the United States and 
Spain over Cuba. 

“First, since the death of Sefior 
Canovas, the policy has been such that 
the United States can have no pretext 
or cause for resentment, neither as a 
nation nor as a defender of the rights 
of the people of the western continent 
in their conflicts with the European 
nations, because Spain, in the use of 
its sovereign will, and following the 
suggestion of the United States gov- 
ernment, has granted to the people of 
Cuba ‘all the liberties compatible with 
the historic rights of Spain over the 
island of Cuba, as recognized by all 
civilized nations, the United States in- 
cluded.

ible cause a policy of military adven- 
tures which is incompatible with any 
genuine republic, inasmuch as such 
policy, even if attended by military 
successes, would inevitably lead to the 
establishment of might—which is al- 
ways an enemy of liberty—over right, 
which is now supreme. No, this nation, 
which, to the admiration of the world, 
submitted to the domain of right in 
such a grave conflict as that of the 
Alabama, will not gainsay its own his- 
tory and rob the civilized world by 
making the destinies of this great peo- 
ple depend on :the eventuality of an 
armed conflict “without any motive or 


pretext.”’ 

Sefior. Angulo and his Cuban 
leagues probably will be presented to 
Secretary Sherman tomorrow, and 
‘their formal negotiations will follow 
thereafter.

government; Senor Leonine Varela, 

secretary of the Chamber of  Com- 
merce at Havana, joint commissioner, 
and Sefior Cadrana of the Cuban 
finance division, joint commissioner. 
Primarily, these officials have met 
to open the negotiations for commer- 
cil treaties between the United States, 

Spain and Cuba, but in view of the 

present condition of affairs, it is not 

improbable that their connection with 
all the official branches of the Spanish 


and Cubatr governments will permit” 


their deliberations to take a wider 
range. 

Sefior Varela comes direct from Ha- 
vana, accompanied by Sefior William 
Graele, his secretary. Senor Angulo 
came from Havana some weeks ago, 
stopping first at New York and arriv- 
ing here last night. He is accompanied 
by Mme. Angulo. Senor Cadrana will 
arrive tomorrow, being now en route 
from Havana. | 

In anticipation of the meeting on 


Sefior Cadrana’s arrival, the Spanish 


Minister has conferred with Commis- 
sioner Kasson, with a view to arrang- 
ing the opening of negotiations. Reci- 
procity. propositions have been under 
consideration by both governments for 
some time.

WASHINGTON, March 18.—[Exclu- 
‘sive Dispatch.] The House Committee 
on Naval Affairs today fixed the limit 
of the cost of a ew dock at Mare Island 
at $900,000, and decided that the dock 
shall be 700 feet long. The new dock 
will occupy what is at present the 
timber basin and will not parallel the 
present dock. It will be at angle with 
the stream, and its head will be close 
to that of the present dock. 

While the naval bill will. carry no 
reference to plans for deepening the 
channel through San Pablo Bay, there 
will be little opposition to the dock on 
that account, as the deepening will be 
cared for in the next Rivers and Har- 
bors Bill. 

While no limit to the cost of either 
battleships or torpedo catchers or 
boats has been fixed, a 
amount will be allowed to admit for 
expedition in their preparation, if in- 
crease of ordinary cost is necessary to 
secure speed. One battleship will be 
built on the Coast, and it is believed 
that two torpedo catchers would go to 
the Union Iron Works should there be 
bids for them. The naval bill will be 
completed tomorrow if nothing goes 
awry.

ELECTRIC CABS. 
New Mode of Loccmotion for the 
Windy City Folk. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO TIE TIMES. ] 

CHICAGO, March  18.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Within thirty days elec- 
tric cabs will be spinning noiselessly 
up and down Chicago boulevards. By 
the latter part: of April a company 
will have a dozen vehicles propelled by 
electric motors doing- duty at depots, 
| clubs and hotels. This first installment 
will be followed by ofhers, until 200 
cabs contracted for will be in opera- 
tion in all parts of the city. 

The cabs to be put into service will 
be of. three patterns, regular hansom. 
Victoria hansom, and closed cab for 
rainy weather. This end-of-the-cen- 
tury cab will be nine feet long over 
all, and will be equipped with suffi- 
cient battery capacity to run forty 
miles with one charging. The maxi- 
mum speed will be twelve miles an 
hour, and the average speed eight 
miles. 

The propelling power is to come from 
two motors, and electricity from the 
storage batteries can be charged anew 
after a long run, in an hour and a 
half. This will enable them to rm2ke 
from seventy-five to a hundred miles 
a day, for batteries can be charged at 
any place where there is an electric- 
lighting plant. 

In turning around, the cab will take 
but little more than its own length. I 
is to have wceoden wheels of new. con- 
struction, and equipped with hard rub- 
ber tires. On the rear of each vehicle 
is to be a device for carrying trunks 
and luggage. There will be patent de- 
wices for steering, and the gearing. 
while perfectly noiseless, will be ac- 
cessible at every point for inspection or 
repairs.

Must Be Inspected—Then Kept Iso. 
lated Until November

SACRAMENTO, March 18.—Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Wilson has: noti- 
fied Dr. W. P. Mathews, Secretary of 
the State Board of Health, that cattle- 
men will be allowed to move their 
herds from the southern part of the 
State, over the Federal Government 
Splenetic Fever quarantine line, pro- 
vided the cattle first be inspected py a 
government official appointed for—tne 
purpose, and provided further that 
after they have crossed the line they 
shall be kept apart from all other 
cattle until November 15. 

The removal of cattle from the south- 
ern districts to the rich ranges in the 
north has become imperative, owing 
to the fact that the exceptionally dry 
winter has left the ranges in the for- 
mer section barren. 

Persons wishing to shift their herds 
across the line must first get permission 
from the Secretary of Agriculture so 
to do, after which they will be _ in- 
spected before crossing.

FORGING THEM AT THE WASHING 
TOWN NAVY-YARD, 


Where Clang of Anvils, the Roar 
of Descending Steam Hammers, 
and the Showers of Fiery Stars 
May Re Heard and Seen the 
Livelong Day.

WASHINGTON, March 13:—A busier scene 
was never presented than that at the navy 
yard and gun shop here Every wheel is 


turning; 
its 


every bit of machinery is performing 
functions; every man is working to the 
top of his ahi lithe | While pegce is more likely 
than war at present, no one knows what a 
day. may bring forth and no one wants ary 
failure on his part to clog the work of pre- 
paring for the national defense. 

About one thousand men are employed in 
these shops, all that the works will accom- 
modate at a shift, and guns ranging from 
38-inch ones, that throw a projectile weigh- 
ing 1166 pounds, down to little but deadly 
etre: out with great 
rapidity. Thirteen of’ the former monster 
pieces are now completed and are in process 
of removal to various points on the sea coast, 
where they will be mounted as rapidly as the 
emplacements can be prepared. AS many 
more are nearing completion and will be fin- 
ished with'n a month. 

The principal efforts of the navy yard, how- 
ever, are being turned to the making of 6 
and 8-inch guns of modern -type, or to the 
remodeling of those of that caliber taken from 
the Chicago, Philadelphia and other “old 
cruisers.- 

The birth of one of these great guas is a 
fascinating sight. It begins amid the clang 
of hammers, surrounded by fire and smoke, 
and is ushered forth in the glow of the fur- 
nace. A modern gun is not the simple tube 
that it appears to be, but is a e>mbination of 
eleven distinct tubes, jackets, hoops and cyline 
ders. Each of these has to be made sep.- 
rately and then all- have to be assembled. 

Most of the work is done by machinery, 
with little interference by human hands. A 
mere boy can operate a heavy crane that 
handles hugs bars of metal we'ghing tons es 
though they were feathers. Hugs steam ham- 
mers rise and fall, the sound of their blows 
reverberating through the shops, and their 
impact sending forth showers of golden stars, 
while the rough steel ingots are slowly but 
surely forged into shape. So the various 
parts come into being and are sent tq the 
arsenal here to be assembled. 


This assembling is the most interesting of 


all. The gun starts with a Ages cylinder, 
surprisingly thin, over whic are shrun'c 
various jackets of unequal he so that 
when completed there are two* thicknesses 
toward the muzzle. thre along the middie of 
its length and four back over the powder 
chamber, where the greatest strength is 
needed. 


This shrinking process is only made possibla, 
by machinery whir h can handje the white-hot 
metal, for.each jacket has to be expanded by 
700 degrees of heat, then slipped over the 
eore and then cooled down. When cool it 
grips the core with a strength which noth- 
ing can dissever 

When the core is ready to receive its first 
jacketing it is placed vertically in a pit some 
sixty feet. deep and twenty by forty feet in 
horizontal section. Close by is the furnace 
where the jacket is glowing. A huge crane 
comes along. apparently without human aid, 
picks it up, walks away with it, nd deposits 
it in the pit, dropping it exactly over the. 
upright tube. 

It is a close fit even then, but the enormous 
weight carries it down to its proper -place. 
Instantly jets of cold water assail it toward 
the bottom from every side, much as they 
assail an unsuspicious bather in a Turkish 
bath. The jacket shrinks from this chilly 
welcome and grasps the tube with tremendous 
pressure. Steam rises in clouds, but by and 
by the water wins, and both jacket and tube, 
now indissolubly joined, are cooled sufficiently 
to be moved again by the crane, and taken 
to the lathes where the various hoops are put 
on. After this the inside has to be finished 
with an accuracy that considers two one-thou- 


sandths of an ir nch a grave error. Then it has 
to be rifled, i.e.: long, spiral grooves have 
to be cut in its inner surface to give the 
projectile the spiral revolving movement on 


which the accuracy of its ain depends. 
A 12-inch gun. when finished, weighs 116,000 


pounds, is thirty-seven feet long, and will - 
throw projectile weighing %50 pounds for 
many miles.

“NOT ALLIANCES, BUT A HIGH CALI- 
ING.” 

Under the above somewhat pre- 
tentious and high-sounding caption, 
the Boston Courier publishes an edi- 
torial deprecating any alliance be- 
tween the United States and England, 
and intimating that the latter country 
is actuated chiefly by considerations 
of self-interest in the advances re- 
cently made toward a rapprochement 
between the two great English-speak- 
ing nations. The Boston Courier says: 

“The apparent efforts on the English 
side to bring about an alliance with the 
United States even before the threat-. 
ened act of war with Spain becomes 
overt and real, helps much to confirm 
the wide-spread belief that the pro- 
posed arbitration treaty plan was con- 
cocted for a similar purpose in the 
event of the union of Continental Eu- 
rope against England. It it for her 
interest, and that mainly, that some 
sort of an alliance should be formed. 
Not if Spain were a much greater 
pawer than she is, would we consent 
to make an alliance with England or 
any other power on earth. American 
policy is run in a.Jarger mould than 
that of foreign alliances which entan- 
gle to betray. -When we cannot stand 
alone, we had better go down and 
have done with it. They have been 
calling this original American spirit 
for years in Eurape, a mere brag of 
the raw recruits of civilization. We 
can better take the risk of keeping it

“Let us never become involved in 
alliances that at best, tend directly 
to the compromise and diminution of 
that native independence which 4zoes 
with the idea of the’ people’s sov- 
ereignty. That -onception it is 
clearly our separate mission to work 
out in practice for the world’s redemp- 
tion and self-recovery. And so long 
as we remain faithful to that mis- 
sion, God is with us and working 


us and advance to better things thar 
national combinations and secret al- 
liances. The world is bound to come 
our way, if we will but steadfastly 
keep on. Now is the very time to test 
our purpose, to prove its sincerity.” 
It is hardly necessary to say that 
the United States has sought no for- 
eign alliances, and that it needs none. 
We are quite able to take care of our- 
selves in any emergency that may 
arise. At the same time, we ought 
not to be insensible to the friendly 
expressions which have come _ across 
the sea from England, giving us as- 
surance of the moral support of Great 
Britain in the threatened conflict with 
Spain. While we can get along very 
well without even this moral support, 
there is no reason why we should re- 
pel it. England: has sought no al- 
liance with the United States, and 
there is no present ground for as- 
suming that she desires or contem- 
plates euch an alliance. In the course 
of time it may become expedient and 
mutually advantageous to both nations 
to form an alliance, offensive and de- 
fensive. This is mere matter of con- 
jecture, to be determined by the events 
of the future. To say the least, it is

One of the leading life insurance 
companies of Néw York, through its

“Any citizen alrealy insured in this 
company has the right to enlist for 
war service without our charging him 
any extra premium, and in case of his 
death in the service the policies will 
be paid in full, the same as they would 
had there been no war, and he died 
of natural causes. Such of our in- 
sured as hold old policies containing 
a war clause prohibiting the holder 
to engage in warfare without consult- 
ing the company, can have this clause 
annulled, thus giving them free war 
privileges, by application to the com- 
pany.” 

This is the right spirit, and it indi- 
cates that even corporations—which 
are reputed to be without souls—are 
not necessarily destitute of patrtotism.

[New York Sun:] The sum of $50,- 
000,000, appropriated for defense by the 
national government, out of money at 
the time im the treasury, is a porten- 
tous blow against the ambition of any 
impoverished nation like Spain, to 
make war upon us. But the fifty mil- 
lions made scarcely a, drop in the bucket 
of resources ready at hand for. the 
United States to pour from in case war 
should come. @ 

A thousand millions could be had to- 
morrow if the people’s representatives 
in Congress and in the administration 
should decide that they were needed. 
And still another five hundred million 
could be added to those without the 
nation’s interest-bearing debts equaling 
what it was at the close of the civil 
war. Then it was $2,381,000,000. Today 
the American government pays interest 
on less than $850,000,000. 

The civil war debt, remember, was 
incurred by a part of the United States, 
when engaged in the most colossal 
struggle of modern times with the other 
part. Today we have to offer for war 
expenditures thesolid credit of the forty- 
five States of the Union, as firmly bound 
together, thank God, and as resolute in 
support of the republic’s interests and 
hopes as the thirteen colonies which 
first gave it life and independence. 

“We're all coming, Uncle Samuel, 
with a thousand millions more,”’ is the 
motto of 1898. What a glorious closing 
of the nimeteenth century!

POLITICS, 

The Democratic bosses who are en- 
deavoring to find an acceptable Con- 
gressional candidate for the Sixth 
District, are confronted with a prob- 
lem that is keeping them awake 
o’ nights. They are quite alive to the 
fact that they cannot make a_ re- 
spectable fight without the aid of the 
Populists, and Silver Republicans. The 
question is whether the Popuiists will 
demand evrything in sight as the price 
of fusion. One of the chief traits of 
the Pops is an abnormal greed for 
office, and whenever fusion has been 
effected in this district, they have in- 
variably walked off with the whole 
works. Cannon, who was elected in 
1892, was a Populist. There wags no 
fusion in 1894, and the Republicans 
elected McLachlan. In the last cam- 
paign the Democratic dog made a 
frantic effort to wag its Populist tail, 
but without success, and Barlow car- 
ried off the prize Indications are 
plenty that the Populists propose to 
repeat the programme this year. Their 
leaders have been intimating, in quar- 
ters where it would do the most good, 
that there will be no fusion in -this 
campaign, and that the Populists will 
run a ticket of their own. ‘The bluff 
has caused no small disturvance in 
Democratic councils. It indicates that 
the Poputlistic appetite is as insatiable 
as ever. 

Of course, Barlow wants to go back 
to Washington for a second term. As 
re inge uovs'y obser. ed to his quondam 
friend, J. Mary Ann Brooks, there are 
“great opportunities’ for a Congress- 
man to make money. It is safe to pre- 
dict that as soon as Congress ad- 
journs Barlow will take immediate 
steps to have himself renominated by 
the Populists. His object will be to 
have this accomplished before’ the 
Democrati¢ convention meets. The 
Democrats will then be forced to in- 
dorse him, or else to take the chances 
of being jobbed again as they were in 
1896. The latter alternattive is by no 
means a pleasant one, as they were 
completely outgeneraled by Barlow at 
that time. In a political intrigue he 
has the great advantage of being un- 
trammeled by honesty or printiple. 

The story of the fusion in this dis- 
trict in the last campaign is an enter- 
taining one. The Democrats expected 
to be the whole thing, and their allies 
were to play second fiddle. The Demo- 
cratic convention met at Ventura, and 
L. Rose, the Southern Pacific's 
choice, was programmed for nomina- 
tion. George Patton was the anti- 
railroad candidate, and when the. bal- 
loting began it was discovered that 
the votes were evenly divided. A des- 
perate effort was made by the railroad 


-to break the deadlock, but it proved 


unsuccess‘ul, and the convention finally 
adjourned to meet again at Los An- 
geles. In the interval, the Populist 
convention was held: The railroad man- 
agers, fearful that George Patton 
would get the Democratic *iominatton, 
determined that they must play a 
Populist against him. ‘Therefore, in- 
stead of alllowing the Populist con- 
vention to await the action of the 
Democrats, the railroad, caused Bar- 
low to be nominated. The Democratic 
convention met again in Los Angeles 
and the Rose-Patton fight was _re- 


‘sumed. The deadlock continued: until 


130 ballots had been taken, and it 
ended finally in a compromise. Harry 
Patton was nominated. Then came 
Barlow’s fine work. It had been agreed 
that all nominees af both Populists 
and Democrats throughout the State 
should place their resignations in the 
hands of a fusion committee, which 
was then to determine which of the 
two nominees for each office was to go 
on the fusion ticket. The committee 
consisted of five Populists, five Demo- 
crats and three Silver Republicans. 
According to programme, Barlow 
handed in his resignation, but, unlike 
other less cunning candidates, he tied 
a String to it. He had obtained a 
pledge of unalterable support from 
every Populist member of the fusion 
committee before his resignation was 
presented. In addition to this. safe- 
guard, the intimation was given to 
the Democratic members that the 


chairman of the Populist State Central 


Committee would not issue a certifi- 
cate of nomination to any one but 
Barlow. A last effort was made. by 
the Democrats to save their candi- 
date, but they were butting their héads 
against a stone wall. Even before the 
thrifty H. Patton, for a valuable con- 
sideration, pulled out of the race, the 
game was up. ' 


Barlow, has proved himself a cun- 
ning and unserupulous trickster, and 
as he is always for sale the Southern 
Pacific will probably be quite well sat- 
isfied to keep him at Washington. He 
Was permitted to make some gallery 
plays upon the San Pedro Harbor ques- 
tion, but Un¢le Collis probably has few 
tools more servile than Barlow. Shotild 
George Patton make an anti-railroad 
fight for the Congressional nomination, 
Barlow will doubtless reckon with still 
greater confidence upon Southern Pa- 

cific support. 


It is questionable whether State 
Senator Androus will seek a renomina- 
tion in the Thirty-eighth District. It 
is said that he can have the post- 
mastership at Pomona if he’ wishes to 
take it away from P. J. Dreher, who 
has been working for it, and this Fed- 
eral office would probably be more at- 
tractive than another State Senatorial 
fight. But, on the other hand, his con- 
nection with the Bay District Race 
Track Association would incline him to 
prefer the Senatorship, which could be 
made a convenient incident. The sug- 
gestion that he may not seek renomi- 
nation has brought out two avowed 
candidates, Haskell of Pomona and 
Denio of Long Beach. But, brushing 
these ambitious aspirants aside, by far 
the best Senatorial timber to be found 
in the district is ex-Sheriff A. T. Cur- 
rier of Spadra. If he could be induced 
to overcome his reluctance to enter the 
race, he would be nominate and 
elected, “hands down.” Mr. urrier 
made an excellent record as Sheriff of 
this county, and is well known as a 
man of sterling integrity. He could 
be depended upon to do right in the 
Senate and not “fall down” in an emer- 
gency. 

The Spanish-American Republicans 
are making a strong bid for recogni- 
tion in both the city and county nomi- 
nations. They will probably support 
Ed Carson, assistant clerk of the Board 
of Supervisors, as a candidate for City 
Auditor. Romulo Pico, a sound man 


of substance, will be urged for a county | 


office. The Spanish-Americans consti- 
tute a considerable element in the 
county, and they contend, with reason, 
that they are entitled to more generous 
recognition from the Republicans than 
was accorded in the last campaizgn.

AMENDMENTS AGAINST RAILROAD

House Spends the Day in Consider- 
ing Two Pages of the Measure. 
The Pneumatic-tube Serv- 
ice’s Escape. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.}] 
WASHINGTON, March  18.—The 
House spent another day on the Post- 
office Appropriation Bill, but only dis- 
posed of two pages. Most of the day 


was devoted to a debate on the merits 


of a pneumatic-tube mail service in 
New York, Boston and Philadelphia, 
and the advisability of continuing the 
existing contract. An effort to strike 
out the appropriation of $225,000 was 
defeated, but the opponents of the 
appropriation succeeded in securing the 
adoption of an amendment providing 
that no additional contracts should be 
made. 

An amendment was adopted, making 
it a misdemeanor for any person tu 
“pad’’ the mails during fhe perioa 
when the mails are being weighed to 
determine the compensation to be paid 
the railroads for their transportation. 
The ,amendments were recommended 


by the department. 


FIFTY-FIFTH CONGRESS. 
REGULAR SESSION.

WASHINGTON, March 18.—HOUSE. 
The House today agreed tothe confer- 
ence report of the Agricultural Ap- 
propriation ‘Bill, and then went 
into committee of the: whole, and re- 
sumed consideration of the Postoffice 
Appropriation Bill. 
RAILROAD MAIL WEIGHING. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, March 18.—Mr. 
Cooper (Dem.,) of Texas offered an 


amendment, providing that star-route 
contracts hould be made only with 


persons residing in the States ana 
Territories through which the routes 
pass. He said the practice of making 
contracts with star-route syndicates 
should cease. The amendment was 
ruled out on a point of order. 

Mr. Moon (Dem.,) of Tennessee 
made a point of order against the ap- 
propriaion of $225,000 for pneumatic- 
tube service. The point of order was 
overruled, and an extended debate fol- 
lowed upon the merits of the tube sys- 
tem. Mr. Loud, chairman of the 
the _appropria- 
tion, declaring that the system was 4 
demonstrated success, and should _be 
continued. The appropriation finally 
was retained. 

Mr. McEwan (Rep.,) of New Jersey 
offered an amendment to the appro- 
priation of $30,500,000 for railroad trans- 
portation, providing that the dates 
when the mails should be weighed to 


furnish a basis for the compensation ° 
of railroads should be communicated 


secretly to postmasters. 
_.Mr. McEwan declared that the chief 
deficiency ini the postoffice revenues 


-was due to-railroad weighing of mails. 


It was extortionate dishonesty and un- 
fair, and he expressed the opinion that 
the fabrication of false weights could 
be prevented if the railroads had no 
knowledge in advance of just when the 
weighing was to take place. 

Mr. Grosvenor (Rep.) of Ohio made 


‘a point of order against the amend- 


ment, and it was sustained. 

Mr. Loud read a letter from the Post- 
office Department indicating the urgent 
necessity of a specific statute making 
the stuffing of the mails during the 
weighing period a misdemeanor pun- 
ishable by a heavy fine. Mr. Loud ad- 
mitted the’ draft of an amendment 
drawn at the Postoffice Department. It 
made it a misdemeanor for any person 
to place or cause to be placed in the 
mails anything during the regular 
weighing period, with intent to in- 
crease the weight of the mails, and the 
compensation paid therefor. It made 
the offense punishable by a fine of not 
less than $500 nor more than $2000, and 
imprisonment not to exceed five years. 
The amendment was adopted without 
division. 

Several other amendments were ruled 
out on points of order. All were di- 
rected at the appropriation bill for 
railroad. transportation. One proposed 
to create a commission to investigate 
the subject of mail transportation, and 
another to reduce the amount to $15,- 
000,000. Without completing the bill 
the House, at 5 p.m., adjourned until 
tomorrow. 

CHANGING INAUGURAL DAY? 

{ASSOCIATED PRESS N IGHT REPORT. ] 

WASHINGTON, March 18.—The 
Senate Committee on Privileges and 
Elections today authorized a favorable 
report on the amendment to the Con- 
stitution of the United States intro- 
duced by Senator Hoar, changing the 
time of year for the expiration of the 
terms of the President, Vice-President, 
Senators. and Representatives in Con- 
gress from March 4 until the last 
Wednesday in April. 

The change is made to take effect 
in 1901, and if the amendment should 
be accepted by Congress and be ratified 
by a sufficient number of States, it 
would have the effect of extending the 
terms of President McKinley and Vice- 
President Hobart for almost two 
months. The object of the amendment 
is to avoid the harsh weather which 


sometimes interferes with inaugural 
ceremonies, when held on the 4th of 
March. 


ARMY REORGANIZATION BILL.

WASHINGTON, March 18.—The 
Army Reorganization Bill was taken 
up at the meeting of the House Mili- 
tary Affairs Committee today and some 
of its provisions were discussed. The 
changes from the present plan were 
considered in detail, but there was no 
action on the measure.

WASHINGTON, March 18.—Senator 
Perkins plans the introduction of an 
amendment toaGeneral Deficiency Bill, 
appropriating $100,000 for the purchase 
by the United States of all State fish 
hatcheries. The Senator and Fish 
Commissioner Bowers have presented 
to the Committee on Appropriations 
the needs of the California commission 
for the ensuing year. The item in the 
recommendation which affects Califor. 
nia is that of $12,500 for the propaza- 
tion of food fishes. With this appro- 
priation all the California stations can 
be continued.

COSTA RICA’S ‘SIDE. 


STATEMENT PRESENTED RELA~ 
TIVE TO REPORTED CRISIS, 


Considers as Her Own Anything 
That Bodes Good or Ill for the 
Other Central American States, 
Hitherto -Peaceful People Ready 
for War. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, March 18,—Sefior 
Calvo, Minister of Costa Rica, fur- 
nishes the following statement relative 
to the reported crisis between Nica- 
ragua and Costa Rica. Because of the 
cablegrams from Managua, Nicaragua, 
to the press of the United States, in 
which unfounded charges are made 
against the government of Costa Rica, 
the Costa Rican legaition in Washington 
has given to the public the report of 
ex-Consul Sefior Ponche, who was 
thrown into prison by order of the ex- 
ecutive one year ago without having 
previously canceled his exequator or 
subsequently having proved any charge 
against him. 

The report is preceded by some notes 
explanatory of the course pursued by 
the government of Costa Rica, show- 
ing that it has acted fully within the 
line. marked out by dignity and pru- 
dence, having all the right on its side, 
in the effort to bring the government 
of Gen. Zelaya, through the Diet, which 
is its organ, to the friendly recognition 
of the justice of its complaints and the 
validity of its claims. 

These notes demonstrate that its ef- 
forts in this direction have been un- 
fortunately fruitless. In this condition 
of affairs the government of Costa 
Rica, on the 7th inst., was requested 
to give satisfaction within ten days 
for the alleged invasion of the Nica- 
raguan political exiles over the Costa 
Rican frontier. The demand was im- 
mediately answered and naturally re- 

It was learned that an envoy froni” 
Guatemala would arrive at San José 


‘from Nicaragua with the basis for set- 


tlement. This, however, was unknown 
positively. Costa Rica maintains her 
traditional relations with all the other 
Central American States; she consid- 
ers as her own everything that bodes 
good or ill for them, and is personally 
interested also in the risks that the 


‘independence and autonomy any of 


them may run. 

She has given abundant proof of this 
situation in view of the actions of 
Nicaragua,: the -characteristic peaceful 
spirit of the industrious Costa Rican 
people having changed into a warlike, 
patriotic spirit. The whole people are 
ready for war, animated by the in- 
spired justice of their cause. The 
country is a unit, and at all times the 
constitutional régime remains in force 
unimpaired.

Will Begin by July. |

ASSAULT TO MURDER. 


NEW COMPLAINT FILED AGAINST 
HENRY H. METCALF. 


Hearing of Evidence in the ‘Day 
Battery Case—The Defendant Re- 
‘arrested, but Promptly Released 
on Bail. 


Not content with H. H. Metcalf’s 
plea of guilty to the charge of bat- 
tery, for striking F. J. Day of Council 
Bluffs, Iowa, with a cane, the persons 
behind the prosecution vesterday 
eaused Metcalf to be arrested on the 
more serious charge of assault to com- 
mit murder. 

The battery case was to have been 
taken up at20 ‘clock in Justice Owens’s 
court yesterday afternoon for hearing 
of evidence in regard to the gravity 
of the offense. But all the parties di- 
rectly interested being present, the 
hearing began nearly an hour earlier 
thah the scheduled time 

The first witness examintd was J. 
W. Conger, who was walking with 
Day when the battery was committed. 
He stated that Metcalf approached Day 
unawares from behind. gave-him a 
shove so that he turned about half- 
Way around, and then struck him a 
heavy blow in the face with his walk- 
ing-stick, felling Day to the sidewalk. 
Only one blow was struck, and not a 
word was said 

Dr. George L. Cole, who attended 
Day in the Receiving Hospital, and 
is still in charge of the patient, testi- 
fied as to the nature of the’ injury. 
He said Day had a wound just beneatth 
the nostrils, about an inch and a half 
or two inches long. The lip was cut 
clear through, so that a finger could be 
inserted through the aperture, The 
shock of the blow affected the brain 
so that the patient was in a coma- 
tose or semi-conscious condition for 
about forty-eight hours. He has been 
improving since, but is yet unable to 
be out. 

The cane, a heavy orange-wood 
stick, which Metcalf used, was put 
in evidence. The defense ‘offered no 
testimony. 

At the conclusion of the hearing Jus- 
tice Owens took the case under ad- 
visement until 2 o’clock Monday, when 
sentence will be pronounced, Metcalf 
having pleaded guilty at the time of 
his arraignment last Wednesday. 

While the hearing in the battery case 
was in progress, Deputy’ Constable 
Dave Martin sat in the courtroom with 
a warrant in his pocket for the arrest 
of Metcalf on the charge of assault to 
commit murder. As Metcalf was leav- 
ing the courtroom with his friends, 
Deputy Martin stepped up to him and. 
served the warrant. Metcalf accom- 
panied the officer to Justice Young’s 
court, whence the warrant had been 
issued. Bail was fixed at $1900, and 
was immediately furnished, Frank J. 
Hart and C. A. Sumner. qualifying as | 
sureties The preliminary examination 
was set for March 28. 


THE POKER DENS. 


Another Country Lad Buys Experi- 
ence in a Short-card Joint, 


Fred Galvin, a young man from Ven- 
tura, went into a poker joint at No. 139 
North Main street yesterday and lost 
considerable money playing cards. He 
finally ran out of small change and 
handed a $20 piece to the capper of the 
place to get it changed. 

Galvin was handed the change, and 
one of the bills returned proved to be a 
Peruvian $5 note, worthless in this 
country. Not satisfied with . robbing 
the country lad at the poker table, 
bogus change was “‘rung in’ on him. 

Detective Goodman took the case. 
and recovered the money for the Ven- 
tura boy, but was unable to get -suffi- 
cient evidence to warrant him in mak- 
ing any arrests. 

The man who runs the poker joint 
was only too willing to give Galvin $5 
for his Peruvian bill, and insisted that 
he -had been swindled in taking the 
money and it had undoubtedly been 

paid out by mistake. The _ success 


which has attended the swindling ope- |. 


rations of the Poker Davis gang has‘ 
emboldened the ‘‘tin-horn’ ‘gambler 
element to emulate the big men tin the 

“catch-’em-and-skin-’em”’ business, 
and as a result hardly a day passes but 
complaints reach the police concern- 
ing the poker rooms run openly in the 
neighborhood of First and Main and 
First and Los Angeles streets. 

The detectives will probably try to 
close a number of these deadfalls in 
the near future, on the ground that 
they are public nuisances, and to that 
end are gathering evidence to convict.

By a vote of three to two the Board 
of _ Police Commissioners | yesterday 
acquitted Patrolman Pascual Hiriart of 
the charges which had _ been filed 
against him several weeks ago and 
which have engaged the attention of 
the commission as well as the police de- 
partment from time to time since. Al- 
most the entire day was devoted to 
hearing the continuation of the defense 
yesterday, the board having assembled 
in special session for that purpose. At 
the conclusion of the morning session 
all the evidence had been heard and the 
case was closed. In the afternoon the 
session was continued and for more 
than an hour the commissioners de- 
bated as to what their verdict should 
be. This was altogether unnecessary, 
for it was: known early in the day what 
the result would be. Mayor Snyder 
and Commissioners McLain and Preuss 
early announced that they believed the 
accused policeman was innocent. On the 
other hand, Commissioners Gibbon and 
Wyman firmly believed that the 
charges had been substamtiated and- 
not disproven. They did all in. their 
power to change the opinion of one or 
two of the other members, but to no 
‘purpose. The vote was taken on a 
white-washing blanket resolution pre- 
sented by Commissioner Preuss and 
Hiriart was ‘‘vindicated.”’

Hiriart was represented at the hear- | 


ing by Attogmey Trask. The rule of 
the commission against the appearance 
of attorneys in such cases had been 
suspended in this case because the 
reputation of the accused, to say noth- 
ing of the reputation of the police de- 
partment Was at stake. 

The session began with the introduc- 
tion of evidence as to the character 
of the policeman. J. Jaussaut, 
a saloon man at Center and Aliso 
streets, was the first witness. He had 
never heard  Hiriart’s character dis- 
cussed, and considered it good. 

A. M. Green, chief clerk for Jacoby 
Bros., said Hiriart had good repute- 
tion so far as he knew. The latter had 
been employed at the Jacoby store sev- 
eral years ago, but since then the wit- 
ness had only seen him occasionally. 
The following witnesses in turn testi- 
fied that they considered Hiriart’s repu- 
tation’ good: John Boyer, No. 217 Aliso 
street; E. Fleur, No. 406 North Los An- 
geles street; Vincent Sentous, Aliso and 
Los Angeles streets; James Laquier, 
room 94 Temple Block; Julius Sentous 
‘No, 620 Upper Main street: John Lopi- 
zich, No. 427 North. Main street: Cle- 
mente Vincent, Alameda and Commer- 
cial streets; C. H. Parker, Eighth street 
and Central avenue, and J. P. Miran- 
dette, No. 1307 Alhambra avenue. Some 
of these witnesses had seen Hiriart 
drinking, but none of them remembered 
having seen him drunk. They had-seen 
him in the Aliso-street district fre. 
quently, but there was nothing in that 
in their opinion, to justify their think. 
ing his character was not good. Each 
of the witnesses was carefully asked by 
Commissioner Gibbon if they knew 
what Hiriart had done for a living dur- 
ing the past year or more, and if they 
knew where he lived. No satisfactory 
amewers were made to these questions. 
the purpose of Mr. Gibbon in asking 
them being to show the incompetency 
of the witnesses to testify as to the 
man’s character. 

Sheriff Burr was called and stated 
that he had known Hiriart for some 
years and did net know anything 
against him. They lived at the same 
place, the St. Elmo Hotel. He had ap- 
pointed Hiriart a deputy sberiff at. the 


request of Judge Hatch, who had had 
some use for such an officer. .When 
Hiriart was appointed a policeman his 
commission in the Sheriff's service was 
revoked, 

Mrs. Lariéux of No. 851 Howard street 
was a good witness for the defendant. 
She had mursed HMfriart’s wife during 
her last illness amd relat: how the 
Wife while Gying had called her hus- 
band to her and begred dis forgiveness 
for her treatment of him, saying he had 
always been kind to her and thf&t bad 
it not been for the interference of other 
persons in their affairs there would 
haev been no misunderstanding or 
trouble between them. 

In his own defense, Hiriart told of the 
Various places at which he had been 
employed during his thirteen years’ 
residence in California. In regard to 
his domestic troubles, he stated that 
his we had a violent temper, and 
that, together with the continual med- 
dling of other persons in their affairs, 
caused her to leave him twice. He ad- 
mitted having been criminally intimgte 
with her for several months before 
their marriage, which brought 
about by the demand made upon him 
by Mr. Gibson that he marry the wo- 
man to save her honor. They lived at 
Mr. Gibson's house twenty-five days 
after the marriage, but owing to his 
wife's going to church every night they 
were not happy there, so they moved. 
He told-how he came to procure the 
prescription which had been introduced 
as evidenee against him, saying his 
wife had become ill of a complaint. 
common to her sex, and he had secured 
the medicine to relieve her. The medli- 
cine was found by Mrs, Gibson the day 
after their marriage, and was_ finally 
the cause of their leaving the Gibson 
house, 

The proceedings were here Inter- 
rupted by the discovery by the Mayor 
of the presence of the notorious Belle 
Williams in his private office. He did 
not know her, and asked who she was. 
Upon being informed he demanded to 
how how “that animal” had been intro- 
duced into the case. Commissioner 
Wyman stated that she had come to 
him with the statement that she knew 
something against Hiriart, and asked 
to be allowed to testify to it. He had 
referred her to the commission, and 
she had arrived soon after the meet- 
ing opened.._Mayor Snyder declared 
that she should not testify with -his 
permission, because he would nét. be- 
lieve her on oath. He instructed’ Chief 
Glass to order her out of his office, and 
Belle left in a hurry. 

Dr. Ladue was called and testified 
that the prescription before referred to 
called for medicine Which would act 
as a strong cathartic. He would not 
say that it was such drugs as would 
produce an abortion, although he would 
not prescribe it to a pregnant woman 
because it might cause serious compli- 
cations, He did not consider the medi- 
cine too strong for a healthy person to 
take with safety. The doctor was 
closely questioned, but he answered the 
questions in a very guarded manner. 

Hiriart then resumed his story of his 
life here. He explained his frequent

mony affidavits as to his 
were introduced. They were signed by 
IX. Laycock, José Mascarel, A. Vig- 
nito and Louis Wilson. In each of 
them it was stated that Hiriart bore a 
‘good reputation. Attorney Trask 
called for the petition which had ac- 
companied Hiriart’s application for ap- 
pointment as a policeman. It was pro- 
duced and read. It was simply a rec- 
ommendation of him to the board, and 
was signed by forty or more people, 
some of them well known, This closed 
the case so far as the hearing of the 
evidence was concerned, and, on mo- 
tion of ‘Commissioner Wyman, the 
commission adjourned until 2 p.m. 
Immediately after adjournment there 
was an informal discussion of the case 
among the members, and each ex- 
pressed his opinion in such a manner 
as to indicate how the vote would be. 
When the commission reassembled at 2 
o'clock it was known just what would 
be done, and as soon as Mayor Snyder 
called the board to order, Commissioner 
Preuss presented the following resolu- 
tion and moved its adoption, Commis- 
sioner McLain seconding the motion: 
“Whereas, certain papers of the city, 
since the appointment of Pascual 
Hiriart on the police force, have re- 
ferred to such appointment unfavor- 
ably, and have intimated that the as- 
sociations and manner of life of said 
Pascual Hiriart have been such as to 
render him a person unfit to be ap- 
pointed to or hold such position, and 
whereas, a letter addressed to one of 
the Police Commissioners and charg- 
ing that the writer thereof had heard 
reports or rumors (which the writer 
thereof believed authentic.) Pas- 
cual Hiriart had neglected his wife 
and family. and, whereas, said Pas- 
cual Hiriart has demanded that all 
of the feregoing matters be investi- 
gated by this Police Commission, and. 
whereas, witnesses have been sworn 
and examined in relation to all of 
the foregoing maitters, and full oppor- 
tunity has been given to all persons 
to be heard against said Pascual 
Hiriart, and it has been established 
hy the testimony of competent and 
reliable witnesses that all such rumors 
and reports are untrue; ‘that the as- 
sociations and life of said Pascual 
Hiriart have heen respectable, and that 
his treatment of his wife was kind, 
and that he was always attentive to 
all the wants and necessities of his 


family. and did for their comfort 
everything in his power; therefore, 
be it 


“Resolved, that said Pascual Hiriart 


‘he, and he ts hereby, fully exonerated 


by this Police Commission of and from 
all charges that have been so far 
brought to the attention of this Police 
Commission, and that all charges 
against him be dismissed, as not hay- 
ing been proved.” 

Although he knew that there was 
little, if any, possibility of changing 
the opinions of the members who, it 
was known, would vote for the -resolu- 
tion, Commissioner Gibbon opened the 
discussion by explaining his attitude 
in the question. 

“This is not a personal matter with 
me,”’ said he, “for until this matter 
came up, I do not know that I had 
ever seen or heard of this man_sI 
understand that he is on the police 
force as a representative of the French 
element in this city. I think that where 
there is so large a population of any 
nationality, as there is of the French 
here, it is but right that they should 
be represented in the police depart- 
ment, but I also think their represen- 
tative should be above reproach, and of 
known integrity and honesty. I am 
willing to pledg® my support to any 
respectable Frenchman, should there 
be a vacancy on the force, in event of 
the removal of this man, but he must 
he a reputable Frenchman. IT am not 
Utopian in my ideas of what a police- 
man should be, and I do net expect 
human perfection in -any policeman, 
What we want more than anything 
else, is men on the force whose rrivate 
lives are divorced from association 
with the semi-criminal and acknow]- 
edged disorderly element with which 
the police officially have to deal. There 
iS no question in my mind but that 
this man is not such @ one, and I shall 
not support. the resolution. I helieve 
that every allegagior. ia the charges, 
Save one, possibiw has been proven, 
and that instead of an honest defense 
there has been a smoothing-over. of 
matiors { do not believe, as has been 
charged, that there is any teligion be- 
hind the matter.” 

Mr. Gibbon then briefly reviewed the 
evidence and- precipitated a discus. 
sion in which all of the members én- 
gaged, all of them trying at times to 


talk at once. Commissioner Wyman 
took the same view af the matter as 
did Mr. Gibbon, but the other three 
members were as emphatic in their 
to the stand he had taken. 
“Some of the best men in the depart- 
ment have come here and eworn that 
Hiriart is an almost constant fre- 
quenter of the low saloons and other 
resorts on Alameda and neighboring 
streets,” continued Mr. Gibbon. “They 
had no interest in the matter. I will 
submit «this as a fair proposition. 
Hither Pascual Hirlart has no business 
on the police force and should be re- 
moved, or the officers who have ap- 
peared against him, such men as Ross 
Philtips, Detectives Auble and Hawley, 


removed. Phillips swore that he saw 
Hirlart more often under the influence 
of liquor than sober, and the others 
made statements equally as strong. 
They either lied or told thé truth. 
There is no middle ground in such 
matters. If they lied they should be 
removed; if they told the truth Hirlart 
should be removed. T can forgive a 
man for indiscretions of years ago, if 
he tries to make atonement for it, 
hut laying aside all the charzes of 
domestic shortcomings, I will ask, is 
he such a man as should wear a po- 
lice uniform?” 

This was all to no purpose, for when 
the discussion again became somewhat 
heated, Mayor Snyder stopped it and 
ordered the roll called. Commissioners 
iibbon and Wyman voted against the’ 
resolution, and Commissioners Preuss, 
McLain and Mayor Snyder for it, and 
liir-art was declared acquitted. The 
commission then adjourned.

A RIVER’S VAGARIES.' 


FLOW FLUCTUATES APPARENTLY 
WITHOUT RHYME OR REASON, 


At One Point on the River There is 

. g Loss of Threc Hundred Inches 

of Water That Mysteriously Dis- 
appears and Leaves No Trace. 


Whatever may be. the outcome of the 
fight between the city of Los Angeles 
and the Crystal Springs Company et 
al., certain. it is that the latter is 
making a most interesting defense, and 
that is saying a good deal, considering 
that of necessity the case bristles with 
tabulations of figures and technical 
detail. 

The facts contended for by the de- 
fense are practically in evidence, and 
Engineer Hawgood, their heavyweight 
expert, only remains to be examined, 
although doubtless other witnesses may 
be recalled. It is notable from all this 
evidence that has gone in that the 
water companies are making a negative 
fight, and are seeking rather to ine 
validate the contentions of the city 
than attempting actively to make any 
case. for themselves. It is denied that 
the waters are diverted from the river, 
and it is claimed they are developed 
from a mysterious underflow. Yester- 
day the witnesses who testified gave 
facts and figures from which it may 
be inferred, if taken alone, that this 
underflow exists, but it is merely an 
inference at best, the engineers being 
honest enough to acknowledge that

they really knew very little about it. 
The first witness called in the morn-

ing was W. J. Ludlow, a resident of 
Burbank, who testified to having made 
measurements at a number of wells 
scattered at various points throughout 
the San Fernando basin, and particu- 
larly on the lands extending between 
the Cahuenga and Verdugo hills. A 
map of the valley showing these wells, 
and, in accordance with the measure- 
ments therein taken, the flow of the 
water along the plane of saturation, 
was put in evidence. This exhibit was 
prepared by Engineer Friel, and is said 
to be the first attempt made to deline- 
alte the flow of weters from the San 
Fernando watershed. 

L. Friel, a civil engineer who has 
resided in Southern California for six- 
teen years, upon being called, testified 
to having had experience in the hy- 
draulic branch of enginering when en- 
gaged in supervising irrigation work 
in the Sacramento Valley, in devel- 
oping underground water at Lytle 
Creek, in San Bernardino county, at 
San Antonio Cafion, two tunnels north 
of Ontario, and as an engineer retained 
on several occasions in connection with 
suits over the Los Angeles River. On 
the Pomeroy & Hooker lands experi- 
ments were carried on, under witness’s 
to datermine what water 
could be developed without initerfering 
with the river. At that time there were 
about 150 wells dug, and six or seven 
bored, the deepest one being 200 feet. 
Water was found at about 140 feet. 
The material found there on -the sur- 
face sid the material on the ground 
penetrated on the Crystal Springs land 
was much the same; first sand, then 
coarser material, and then boulders. 
In some places the material was 
coarser and the flow of water there 
Was more free, but generally the in- 
flux of water was regular, flowing in 
from ‘tthe bottom and both sides. The 
water in the wells between the river 
and the cut made stood at a foot or 
a foot and a half higher than either the 
river or the cut. 

Since last December witness had ex- 
amined the conditions on the Crystal 
Springs land. Only two excavations had 
been made, one above manhole No. 1, 
and the other above manhole No. 3, and 
also at the gatehouse measurements 
had been made. In a general way the 
conditions observed were the same as 
in the Pomeroy & Hooker case. Mr. 
Friel said that since December 13, 1897, 
all measurements of the wells, river, 
etc., had been taken under his direct 
supervision. He then proceedd to give 
in detail all this statistical data, much 
of which has already been published. 

The witness proceeded to detail his 
observations made in San Bernardino 
county, and at the Tejunga, regarding 
the fluctuations of water, owing to 
temperature and other causes. In 
San Bernardino county on Cable Creek 
he put in six weirs, and had observa- 
tions made every hour during the day. 
He found there was a decrease from 
morning during the day, until scme 
time in the afternoon, and from thence 
on there was an increase in the sur- 
face flow of the stream. 

These observations were taken on 
Cable Creek in July, 1892: At 9 o’clock 
in the morning the flow was 41.2 min- 
er’s inches; at 9:30, it was 38.8 inches; 
at 10:30, it was 34; at noon, 31.7; at 
1 o'clock, 27.2; at 2:30, 27701; at 3, 27.01; 
at 5:30, 27.02; at 6:30, 31.7; at: 8:30, 06.4 
miner's inches. The difference between 
the highest and lowest flow was about 
fourteen inches, or 30 per cent. of loss, 
that could not be accounted for by 
evaporation, and yet that disappeared 
absolutely from human knowledge,

proposition made by the City Attorney. 
He said that after a conference they 
were willing to consent that the engi- 
neers of both sides go into the field and 
make measurements within. certain 
points. He was not willing, however, 
that this should be done until all the 
evidence was in. 

This counter proposition Mr. Dunn 
would not agree to, for the reason that 
the points indicated by Senator White 
within which the new measurements 
would be taken, would practically mean 
@ reopening of the entire case. All 
that he desired when he made his offer 
was that those measurements Which 
indicated clearly that a mistake had 
been made by one side or the other 
should be corrected. In all others the 
variation was inconsiderable. For him- 
self, the City Attorney continued, he 
was quite ready to show the erroneous 
character of the measurements made 
by the defense, and would do so later 
on; it was only in a spirit of fairness 
that he had made the original offer. 


That ended the little passage of 
tongues. The joint engineering com- 
mittee was not appointed, but today 
some of the city’s engineers will again 
take the field to go over those peints 
where the two sets of measurements 
are in direct conflict. 

Engineer Friel resumed his seat upon 
the witness stand in the afternoon for 
cross-examination. While testifying ro- 
garding the measurements given on dl- 
rect, witness said that the variations 
in the flow of the river, as set out on 
defendant’s map, could not, so far as he 
knew, be explained. He knew that at 
the point to which his attention was 


drawn by Mr. Dunn the _ veria- 
tion was about three hundred 


inches, but he had no theory regarding 
its disappearance. He. knew that 
evaporation would not account for the 
loss, and consequently it must sink into 
the earth. It might seem that the 
voids in the earth must be full or the 
river would not stand up, and witness 
conceded it as elementary hydraulic 
law that water cannot be compressed, 
but notwithstanding Mr. Friel said that 
all he had to depend upon were the 
measurements, and from them he knew 
there was an escape of water, and he 
was forced to conclude that the voids 
are not full. There might be an un- 
derground channel, he suggested, but 
he had no evidence of it, and he con- 
ceded that such channel must be much 
more free than the rest of the saturated 
mass to carry such a large fiow of es- 
caping water off. Whatever influence 
there is under weir 8 it must afford a 
much easier way of escape than the 
ordinary saturated mass, and that was 
all the witness would say. In other 
words, he conceded, there must be an 
underground channel or the measure- 
ments represented on the map must be 
wrong. 

He proceeded to explain how he had 
arrived at the conclusion that 11,000 
inches of water disappeared from the 
San Fernando basin during the month 
of January, per day. After having done 
so he stated that as-an engineer he did 
not believe there was any other outlet 
from the basin save the “narrows” 
about Tropico, and there the escape 
water must find an outlet partly on the 
surface and the temainder under- 
ground. -He stated that at the cable 
Creek, in San Bernardino éounty, the 
formation was rocky, and the heat was 
quite considerable. He allowed that in 
such a small stream the evaporation 
would be greater, proportionately, than 
in a large one, but still it did not ex- 
plain the mysterious fluctuations in 
flow. At the Tejunga, where the fiuc- 
tuations wére also noted, the grade the 
underground water would have to fol- 
low was about 135 feet to the mile. 

' On redirect examination Mr. Frie) 
said he had seen the east infiltration 
pipes before they were cleaned out, and 
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then they were full as the water was 
backed up; after being cleaned out, one 
pipe was lacking about 24% inches from 
being full, and the other about 2% 
inches. The velocity of the Los Ange- 
les River he had found tg be from 2 t 
3 per cent. 

- H. Hawgood, a civil engineer having 
resided in Los Angeles since 1888, tes- 
tifled to having been educated for his 
profession in London, Eng. For some 
years he was resident engineer for the 
Southern Pacific Company, for five 
years in the employ of the British gov- 
ernment in South Africa, and had filled 
various other positions, in all of which 


‘positions, problems of hydraulic engi- 
neering had come up before him for | 


settlement: On several occasions wit- 
ness had been employed in water suits 
by the city of Los Angeles. He first ex- 
amined into the river when called upon 
as a Southern Pacific engineer to in- 
quire into the causes of the floods of 
1889. 

The witness proceeded to give cer- 
tain data, completing the list of meas- 
urements given by previous witnesses, 


and briefly stated under what condi- 


tions the measurements were taken. He 
testified to several depressions in the 
ffow of the river at various points in 
contradiction of the plaintiff's conten. 
tion that only_one depression existed, 
and that it is caused by the draught 
of the filtration pipes. He thought the 
infiltration pipes receive little if any 
water from the ditch passing over 
them. According to the contours of the 
plaintiff's map, the general direction of 
the waters seems to be parallel with 
the filtration pipes and the river, With 
regard to the escape of water from the 
San Bernardino Valley, Mr. Hawgood 
confirmed the statement made by Engi- 
neer Friel that certainly 11,060 inches 
escapes per day. He did not think that 
any absolute. data could be arrived at 
as to the waters in the sandy eee of 
the valley, and only approximate esti- 
mates can be made. 

Witness, in referring to the phe- 
nomena developed by driving two pipag 
vertically into the ground, and in 
Which the water rose higher in the 
pipe furthest removed from the river 
said he had no opinion regarding the 
matter. If the water had risen higher 
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in. the pipe closest to the river he 
might have thought that the river had 
direct influence upon it, but the reverse 
was the case, and to complicate the 
the plane of saturation was 
highest at the pipe nearest the river. 
Basing his opinion on tht subsidence 
of the water in an experimental pool, 
witness was of the opiniom that the in- 
filtration pipes draw directly on the 
surface flow of the river to the extent 
of ten inches only. 

At this point the court adjourned. 


WILL BUILD A NEW CHURCH. 


First M. E. Church Wants to Sell Its 
Broadway Property. 

The trustees of the First Methodist 
Church of Los Angeles filed a petition 
yesterday for a decree of court per- 
mitting the sale of the premises now 
owned by the church on Broadway, 
between Third and Fourth _ streets. 
The church corporation owns a front- 
age at this place of 68 feet, occupied 
by the church building, and a front of 
65 feet adjacent thereto, occupied by 
the parsonage. 

The church owns a building site at 
the corner of Sixth and Hill streets, 
and desires to build a new church 
better fitted to its needs there. The 
corporation is now in debt $40,000, and 
desires to pay off this indebtedness 
with the proceeds of the Broadway 


property and use the surplus in the 


construction of a new church building. 

An offer of $63,000 for the 68-foot 
frontage on which the church building 
stands has been received from 8S. K. 
Lindley. The proposition is satisfac- 
tory to the board of trustees of the 
church, and the sale will be made upon 
the issuance of the necessary decree 
of court. The petitioners also ask per- 
mission to sell the remaining 65-foot 
frontage on which the parsonage stands 
for $550 per front foot. It is not 
stated that a buyer for this part of the 
property has been found. 


THE DEFENSE OPENS ITS CASE. 


Crandall Will Try to Prove That He 


Shot Bowman in Self-defense. 


The prosecution in the Crandall mur- 
der trial closed its case yesterday with 
the testimony of Mrs. Bowman, wife 
of the man who was killed at Ballona 
Beach. She retoid the story of the 
quarrel between Bowman and Cran- 
dall on the Sunday night preceding 
the Tuesday on which the former was 
killed very much as she had given it 
at the former trial. She said that the 
night before Bowman was shot, Cran- 
dall came to her room and said that he 
Was going to “do up that -—— -— 
greaser of hers.”” On cross-examina- 
tion her testimony was not shaken. 

Asst. Dist.-Atty. James was put on 
the stand for a few minutes to iden- 
tify a group of photographs of the 
beach where the killing. took place, 
and the fishermen’s cabins near by. 

Mr. Shinn made an opening state- 
ment for the defense, saying, among 
other things, that he expected to prove 
that Bowman had threatened Cran- 
dall’s life, and that Crandall killed 


him during a fight, belleving that it 


was necessary to preserve his own 
life. 

The rest-of the afternoon was then 
occupied by the testimony of Joe 
Hoagland, one of the fishermen who 
was a short distance away in his cabin 
when the shooting occurred. His tes- 
timony as regards some points differed 
a little from that given by him at the 
Coroner’s inquest, but the witness, 
who is a Spaniard, when his attention 
was called: to the contradictions, 
stated that they were due to his failure 
to properly understand the language. 
Singe the matters in contradiction 
were almost of immaterial consequence 
not much importance was attached to 
the fact. The further examination of 
Hoagland will be continued this morn- 


ing. 


FAILED TO GET A DIVORCE. 


ok 
He Was Unable to Substantiate His 


Charges Against His Wife. 


There was a generous sprinkling of 
Pasadena citizens in Department Five 
of the Superior Court yesterday morn- 
ing in attendance upon the divorce 
proceedings instituted by Charles §. 
Howard against his wife, Ellen How- 
ard. The application was made on the 
ground of desertion. Mrs. Howard con- 
tested the suit and made counter 
charges against her husband. At times 
the proceedings were quite lively. 

The Howards own considerable prop- 
erty. This is largely represented by a 
business block in St. Louis which is 
valued at $20,000. They have beem liv- 
ing apart since 1893, having signed an 
agreement of separation. It is said that 
Howard recently made up his mind to 
take unto himself another wife, but it 
was necessary for him to get rid of the 
first one before he could do so. 

After several witnesses had testified 
that Mrs. Howard has not been living 
with her husband for some years, and 
Howard had told all the bad things he 
could think of about her, the plaintiff 
rested and the defense had an inning. 

Mrs. Howard took the stand and said 
that she had not lived with her husband 
for five years because he treated her 
so cruelly as to make life with him un- 
endurable. -In 1893 she instituted di- 
vorce proceedings against him on the 
ground of cruelty. Before the case 
came to trial Howard came to her 
seeking a compromise. She finally 
agreed in consideration of his deeding 
her the home place, comsisting of a 
dwelling and five acres at the corner 
of Mountain street and Madison ave- 
nue, and the payment of $300 yearly to 
drop the proceedings. An agreement 
embracing these terms subse- 
quently drawn up and signed before a 
notary. 

Mrs. Howard enumerated many spe- 
cific acts of cruelty with which she 
charged her husband. She also com- 
‘plained of his personal habits. She 
eaid that he would wear his clothes un- 


til they wer ein rags instead of buy- 


ing new ones, and them when there was 
company at the house would bring 
them out and begin mending them with 
needle and thread remarking that he 


didn’t have a wife who cared enough 
- {about him to keep his things in order. 


On one occasion he had struck her and 
almost daily had made threats against 
her and applied vile epithets to her. 

City Marshal W. S. Lacey of Pasa- 
dena and several others, who had been 
neighbors of the Howards, testified to 
having heard Howard using vile and in- 
temperate language about his house on 
numerous occasions. They had never 
at any time heard Mrs. Howard make 
any reply to these attacks. 

After hearing all the evidence Judge 
Campbell of San Bernardino county, 
who is sitting for Judge Shaw, decided 
that Howard was not entitled to a di- 
vorce and ordered the proceedings dis- 
missed. 


AWARDED HEAVY DAMAGES, 


Mrs. Thomas Gets $4500 for Being 
Struck with a Hen Coop, 


The dangerous character of a hen- 
coop when used as a weapon may be 
inferred from the fact that Mrs. Re- 
becca Thomas was yesterday awarded 
a judgment for $4500 damages against 
David Gates, a Gardena land-owner. 
for being struck with one. The case 
has been on trial during the past two 
days before Judge Allen and a jury in 
Department Six of the Superier Court 

Mrs. Thomas lived on a farm at 
Compton which her husband rented 
from Gates. One day Gates came after 
a chicken coep Which had been left to 
the tenants when they rented the place. 
Mrs. Thomas objected to having the 
coop taken away and sat upon it to 
hold it. Gates threw her off and,. it js 
al™eed, then struck her in the side 
with it. Mrs. Thomas was pregnant at 
the time and the blow caused a miscar- 
riage. A suit for $10,000 damages was 
instituted. 


Pops & Mattingly prosecuted the 


4 case and Davis & Rush represented 
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the defense. The case went to the 
jury at the regular hour for adjourn- 
ment yesterday afternoon, and in 
twenty minutes they had reached a 
verdict to award the plaintiff damages 
in the sum of $4500.

AMERICAN SOIL RICH. 


GOLD FOUND ON THIS SIDE OF 
THE BOUNDARY. 


Syndicate Correspondent Sends Out 
a Letter from Munook Creek on 
the Yukon. 


PROSPECTS FOR GOOD CAMP. 


LARGE NUGGETS AND RICH _PANS 


ARE TAKEN OUT. 
Rampart City Filling Up With 
People from Circle City and 


Dawsen—Passengers from 
the Sound. 


— [BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
SEATTLE (Wash...) March 18.—[Ex- 
-clusive. Dispatch.) The Post-Intelli- 
gencer Alaska News Syndicate today re- 
ceived the first direct news from Munook 
Creek, on the Yukon, since the hun- 
dreds of prospectors were caught in 
the ice by the freeze-up last fall. The 
pews comes in a letter from its special 
correspondent, dated at Rampart City, 
November 25, 1897. The letter estab- 
ishes beyond a doubt that very rich 
finds are being discovered on the 
American side the international 
boundary line. On this point he says: 
“The prospect is good for a'rich min- 
ing camp here. It will take the spring 
clean-up to definitely determine what 
there is here, but the present inidica- 
tions are excellent on one creek, Mu- 
nook Creek comes into the Yukon on 
the left bank, about a mile above Ram- 
part City. Hunter Creek, Little Munook 
Creek and Hoosier Creek are, smaller 
streams, all running into Munook 
Creek. Hunter Creek comes in about 
four miles, Little Munook about six 
mils, amYéHoosier Creek about 
miles from the mouth of Munook 
Creek, often called Big Munook to 
distinguish’ it from Little Munook. 
“In the order of their supposed merit 
the creeks come, first Little Mlunock, , 
then Hunter’s and then Hoosier, but 
little work has been dome in the last 
two named, and they may be found 
to be as rich as Little Munook, or they 
may not. The work on them this sea- 


of 


son has hardly. begun, _as_thoey, espe-) 


cially Hoosier, are frozen more solidly 
than Little Munook. Little can be 
done until the ground is frozen:to bed- 
rock. 

“The work on Little Munook is pro- 
giessing rapidly, and with very grati- 
fving results to the owners of a num- 
ber of the claims, where large nuggets 
and rich pans have been taken out. 
One eight-ounce ($136) nugget, one five- 
ounce ($85) nugget and a one-ounce 
($17) nugget, and several smaller ones, 
have been found on William McLain’s 
claim; above Discovery, within the 
past two weeks, and they are said to 
be panning from 40 cents to $1.65 per 
pan on the claim. J. F. Burkman and 
Peter Jackson of Seattle have a lay on 
the claim. -@ 

“On No: 6, above Discovery, Lang-. 
ford and Johnsen's claim, they are 
said to be panning from 30 cents to 
$1.30 per pan. One pan on No. 9, an 
exceptional one, of course, reached $16. 
News has just come in that a $21 nug- 
get has been found on No. 9 above Dis- 
cavery. If this keeps up, and as good 
as half of the results are obtained on 
the other claims on the creek, !t can 
readily be seen that Little Munook will 
show up as a wonderfully rich ereek. 
The spring clean-up will be needed to 
definitely settle how rich the creek is, 
but the big nuggets and rich finds have 
caused a great deal. of excitement here, 
and everybody feeling good, and 
claim-owners on Hunter and Hoosier 
are arguing that there is no reason why 
those creeks should not turn out as 
rich as Little Munook. They are all in 
the same neighborhood, and all flow 
into Big Munook within a short dis- 
tance of each other. 

“The claims on Little Munook are 
1000 feet long, and those on Hunter 
and Hoosier are 500. All the claims on 
Little Munook, Hunter and Hovsier 
are already taken. There are a num- 
ber of small streams flowing into them, 
Dawson and Miller and several others 
without any special names. The latter 
are known as “pups,"’ and are for the 
most part already located. There are 
numerous other streams found in a> 
radius of fifteen or twenty miles. of 
Rampart City that look promising, but 
whether they contain gold in paying 
quantities can only be determined after 
they have been worked. “Among them 
are Alder Créek, Chapman Creek, Rus-

sian Creek, Gold Pan Creek, Chicago 
Creek, Hess Creek, and, across the 


Yukon, High Creek. - 
“Rampart City now has about 350 
inhabitants, and almost daily arrivals 
from Tanana are steadily increasing 
the population. There are now three 
Steamers in winter quarters, about ten 
miles below Tanana, that were unable 
to get any further up the Yukon. on 
account of the ice. These boats 
brought up some 300 passengers, and 
forty or fifty of them have already 
come up here, and more are coming 
‘every day. They come up the river en 
the ice, the distance being about 
eighty-five ‘miles. All these steamers 
were bound for Dawson. but started 
from St.. Michaels too late to make 
the trip before the Yukon closed. 
“Rampart City is well situated on the 
left bank of the Yukon, on ground ris- 
ing gradually from the river. It is 
about eleven hundred miles above St. 
Michaels by the river. and about eight 
hundred miles below Dawson. The 
r.ver at this point is about half a mile 
wide. It closed (that is, the ice stopped 
running,) November and is

tight now and can be crossed anywhere... 


but as it jams and freezes very rough 
st is customary at points where there js 
much crossing to make a trail. just as 
is done on land, and keep to that. The 
country @bout here is very mountain- 
ous and rugged, and the creeks where 
gold is sought run through wild. deep 
gulches that the sun does not get into 
a@t this season. The fact is, the sun does 
not have much of a show, and does not 
shine much nowadays, and wil] show 
less and less for a month more. | 
“The coldest weather we hare haa 
so far is 34 deg. below zero. It has been 
20 deg. below on several days. A 
two feet of snow has fallen

ably good care of himself, he is all 
right, and will find many things to 
interest him. There are somé things 
to enjoy in the life up here. 

"The Worst feature of this part of the 
country is f€€ Complete isolation from 
the rest of the world for many months 
of the year. This letter will be taken 
to Circle City in a few days by Jim 
Dodson, who will take letters from here 
to that point, making the journey up 
the Yukon over the ice with a dog team. 
At Circle City he will deliver the letters 
to the United States mail carrier who 
has the contract to take out the mail 
from there. Dodson a Seattle man 
who used to carry the mail from Green 
Castle to Squak. 

- “There is no danger of a food short- 
age here this winter, as the people are 
well supplied and the store still has on 
hand a considerable quantity of flour, 
beans, ham and some other staples, in- 
cluding some camned goods. The city 
is only six miles from the, mines, and 
there are a large number of claims that 
have not been worked, on account of 
the warm weather. We will have a 
population of 4000 In the spring, as 
they ere coming down the river. Peo- 
ple are leaving Circle City and Daw-

som and coming to Rampart. There is 
also a splendid opportunity for hy- 
draulic. There is a large creek called 


Munook that will go about 10 cents to 
the pan.

ANOTHER POINT OF VIEW. 


J. J. Jones Suys Suffering and Death 
Prevail at Skoaguay, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT,.] 
SAN FRANCISCO, March 18.—Ad- 
vices received by the steamer Umatilla 
this morning confirm the previous re- 
ports of the suffering and death that 

prevails at Skaguay. 

Among the passengers on the vessel 

was J. J. Jones of San José, who re- 
turned from Alaska disgusted with the 
eonditions that exist there. Mr. Jones 
Says that there are hundreds of pros- 
pectors who have abandoned the idea 
of pushing on to the mines or working 
about the town, and are leaving Skag- 
uay by every steamer. 
Hie says that the weather is bitterly 
at that point, and strong men are 
unable to live in the rigorous climate. 
At times a cold wind blows and, no 
matter how warmly the men may be 
clad, it will penetrate their clothing. 

According to Mr. Jones, people are 
dying at Skaguay every day and there 
are many who desiré to leave the 
place. at once. Mr. Jones says that 
about forty prospectors left for: Se- 
attle with him, owing to the intense 
suffering that must be endured in the 
northern town. 

DYEA AND SKAGUAY QUIET.

A STUMBLING BLOCK, 
Twenty-seven Miles of Saft Snow or 
Valdez Glacier.

first few hands, but he was blooded, 


and staid with the gametillhislast bean 
was gone. He had only $65 in cash, 


‘and after losing this, he signed over 


a certificate of deposit for $100 to the 
rang. 

After leaving the place, a sadder and 
@ poorer man, the sucker told a chance 
acquaintance all that had 4 
and asked if he thought he had be 
buncoed. 

“Most assuredly,” was the reply. 
“You have been fleeced by the ‘Poker’ 
Davis gang. You better go and tell 
your trouble to the police. If you 
squeal loud enough you may get back 
part of your money, but the police 
say they are powerless to do any- 
thing with the swindlers under the 
law as interpreted by the courts. Go 
and squeal; you may be lueky enough 
to get back part of your wealth, but 
don’t delude yourself with the notion 
that you can get it all, or that the 
rogues will be punished.” 

The sucker took this sage advice to 
bed with him, but during the silent 
watches of the night he evolved a plan 
that he found much more effective than 
telling his troubles to the police. 

Rising with the dawn, he girded to

himself to the vicinity »of No. 431% 
where he Kept

Then he entered nonchalantly as 
though making a friendly call. The 
gang rose as one man to extend to 
him the glad hand, for they evidently 
thought the sucker had returned with 
more money to squander at the card 
table, where only sure-thing games 
are played. 

But the sucker of the previous day was 
now himself a fish of prey. Waiting until 
the gang had resumed their seats, he 
suddenly presented his cocked revolver 
and proclaimed that unless his $165 
was counted out on the table at ence 
he would kill every man in the room. 

For a moment there was an awkward 
pause, but when the gang noted the 
stern glitter of the-stranger's ‘@ge and 
the nervous manfer in which’ he fin- 
gered the trigger, they began to dis- 
gorge. The $165 was refunded in full, 
and the stranger took his departure 
without further ceremony. 

When Chief of Police Glass heard of 
the occurrence he remarked that he 
was glad that at least one man had 
found an efficacious plan of dealing 
with the bunco gang.

about the attack on the American 
medical mission in the suburbs) of 
Chunk King Fu on the Yang-tse-Kiang 
by a native mob. The officers of the 
board believe, however, that the dis- 
patch refers to their mission at that 
place. This mission was established by 
the Methodists in 1881, and the staff at 


present is Rev. Q. A. Myers, treas-— 


urer; Spencer Lewis, superintendent, 
and W. H. Manley and J. O. Curlow. 
The medical staff consists of Drs. F. 
M. Woolsey and J. M. MeCartney. Dr. 
McCartney has been stationed in 
China for a number of years. Dr. Wool- 
sey has been there a year. 

The native population does not take 
kindly to the efforts of the physi- 
clans to relieve their sufferings. 
Previously they had attacked the Ro- 
man Catholic missionaries. Threats 
were made when the Méthodists sent 
physicians there that they would not 
be allowed to practice. The natives de- 
clared they did not want any atetnd- 
ance from foreigners. 

About Christmas time year 
Woolsey went to Kiang Veh, aecress 
the river, to render medical assistance, 
He was accompanied by a trained pa- 
tive assistant and qg cvoiie.’ While in 
neighborhool] of the Yamen_ Dr. 

roolsey was attacked by some na- 
tives; the crowd soon became uproar- 
jous and insulting, and seemed to be 
-Jargely made up of the student mili- 
tary class. 

STH “Spite of thelr trsults, Dro Woot 
sey began his work and ministered to 
the people for two hours. An appeal 
to the auttorities was unsuccessful, 
and Dr. Woolsey retired, whereon there 
was another attack, the crowd yelling 
and hurling stones and other missiles. 

Dr. Woolsey was) struck several 
times about the body and he was se- 
verely cut. There was no attempt to 
protect him, although the attack was 
fiercest when Dr.’ Woolsey was near 
the Yamen. The case was put into the 
hands of the American Consul for in- 
vestigation. 

Later two persons were arrested for 
participation in the attack. They were 
sentenced to receive 500 strokes from 
a bamboo and to be imprisoned six 
months in the common jail. Dr. Wool- 
sey was laid up for some time, but 
stuck to his post. He is @ native of 
Newburgh, this State.

MRS. STERRY STIRS UP THE FRI- 
DAY MORNING CLUB. 
Paper on “Responsibility of Clubs” 


Arouses an Animated Discussion. 
Plain Talking. 


THE CLUB’S APPARENT CREED. 


TOO MUCH EXCLUSION OF LIVE 
QUESTIONS OF THE DAY. 


Sugecstion Made to Appoint Special 
Committee -to Carry Out Senti- 
ments Created—Many Speak- 
ers on Both Sides, 


The Friday Morning Club was 
aroused as it has rarely been at the 
meeting yesterday morning, and the 
cause of all the stir was a bright and 
plucky paper by a comparatively new 
member, Mrs. C. N. Sterry, who took 
for her subject, ‘‘The Responsibility of 
Clubs.” The question was presented 
forcibly and practically and the discus- 
sion that followed witnessed such a 
loosening of tongues and manifesta- 
tion of interest as gladdened ‘the hearts 


of the older members who are ever en- 


deavoring to encourage the habit of 
thoughtful expression in ‘the club. 

Mrs. Sterry spoke of the great grow'th 
in number and variety of clubs, and 
said: 

‘““A strange cohesive power is draw- 
ing together these knots of people out 
of the general mass, forming them into 
narve centers for the common body of 
humanity. They are inltellectual tele- 
phone stations scattered along the 


highways and byways of life, through: 


which and from which the vital cur- 
rent of thought may be transmitted 
from one to all, unless perchance ‘the 
line is busy.’ It is an open question 
on the 
whole, detrimental or beneficial, with 
many advocates on either side, and cer- 
tainly many arguments pro and con. It 
is a question that seems to me cannot 
be answered in general, as every club 
must, like every individual, be judged 
and stand upon its own merit; and 
every club, like every individual, ought 
to remember that ‘merit lives from 
man to man, and not from man, oh 
Lord, to Thee’—ought to remember 


' that in order to have and hold the 


esteem and confidence of the com- 
munity of which it is a part, it must 


do S6méthing and be something in-and 


for that community. 

“This is an age of specialists, and 
without question it is all right and 
natural for clubs io specialize their 
work. But there is an ®lemert of dan- 
ger in this process; it is narrowins. 
Now. there are clubs and clubs, sone 
of which are capable an content to 
do forever one line of work, but they 
must of necessity be small as to num- 
bers and limited in influence. And 
again there will be clubs which form 
important factors in their community 
and in the lives of their members. 
These will be the clubs of large and 
varied membership—of large ideas, am- 
bitions and sympathies. 

“T understand that the Friday Morn- 
ing Club was organized as a literary 
clib; that at some prior time an at- 
tempt or attempts were made to 


broaden “eat its’work, but that meet: 


ing with only @m modicum of success, 
it doubted its own powers and has 
since devoted itself to literature. What 
it has accomplished in ‘that line is bet- 
ter known to you than to me. If I am 
wrong correct me, but it seems to me 
that this club has accepted as its policy 


and creed; ‘No progress.’ - 


“The time has come when this splen- 
did concentration of womanhood should 
arise and become a power in the land; 


‘should open its eyes to the fact that 


one at least of its founders—the one 


Whom it always delights to honor— 


had in mind the development of the 


strength and originality of the women 
of this city, rather than merely me- 
chanical literary work. What is literary 
work? It is a good thing to review 
other people’s thoughts and opinions; 
but better to have and create our 
own. Literature is that realm wherein 
life is reproduced by the pen instead 


‘of the brush or chisel, and. we musitt: be 


in touch with life itself before we can 
appreciate or criticise the human in- 
terpretation of the divine creation. We 
must have @ grasp on the real before 


Wwe can comprehend the ideal.

and influence greater than it has ever 
dreamed.

be done, much that must be done if 
this club has any desire for a long and 
useful existence The other day I took 
a small friend of mine, who had been 
ill, out for a drive, and when we were 
fairly started she said: ‘We were just 
at the club when you came, Mrs. 
‘And who belongs to the 
‘club, I asked.’ ‘Mother and I,’ she re- 
plied. ‘And what do you do?’ ‘Oh, 
piother sews and reads and I eat 
cakes and apples.’. Fair sample of 
some clubs, is it not—one part to do 
the work and the other to eat the 
apples and teacakes? I have heard 
excellent papers and talks here drop 
abscletely flat into the great sea of 
silenee, causing not the slightest rip- 
ple of comment or discussion, and it 
is not fair to the worker or your- 
selves—a mediocre paper well discussed 
is worth more to us than an abler 
paper accepted in silence. And it is 
not because there is dearth of opinion 
or lack of ability in expressing it, but 
the incomprehensible fact remains 
that there are times when a woman. 
is afraid of her own voice. In speak- 
ing of this matter to one member of the 
club, I was told that the legitimate 
work of the club was to create senti- 
ment. That is exactly what I want 
you to do; but I want sentiments cre- 
ated here that will do somebody some 
good. We may review the sentiments 
of hundreds of books, but we are cre- 
ating none. We are positively adding 
nothing of value to the life of the 
community or ourselves. Let us at 


least once a month devote one morn- | 


ing to some public need—some live 
question that is vexing the soul of the 
great present. Let us once a month 
create a sentiment that shall lead to 
an action, for instance.” 

The speaker cited in moving words 
‘several terrible cases of want and woe 
in the city; cases which needed some 
‘special attention or assistance that 
could not be included in the work of 
any particular organization or person, 
and cases which needed some change in 
law to meet their wants. She con- 
tinued: “It may be there are minds in 
this club worth developing at this cost, 
-but I doubt our right to this great ex- 
clusion of vital needs. This city needs 
a home for the friendless— a shelter- 
ing arms—much more than it needs lit- 
erary women. Why not, instead of 
building ourselves a clubhouse wherein 
we may scintillate, build a home for 
the utterly forsaken. There are condi- 
tions at present in the social problems 
of this county of America that demand 
without denial the grave consideration 
of every earnest man and woman—con- 
ditions that we must meet and over- 
come or sink beneath, for we cannot 
eventually evade them. We can at 
least give one week in four to the con- 
sideration of the vital things of today. 
Let us remember that we~ shall pass 
this way but once, and try to make our

From the moment that the subject 
was declared open for discussion until 
long after the usual hour for adjourn- 
ment, one earnest speaker after an- 
other rose to advocate‘or combat (fig- 
uratively speaking, of course,) the 
ideas Set forth in the paper.

B. Wing was-the first to express her 
opinion, and said that'she though there 
were others besides those actually in 
suffering. and want to be considered, 
and that many helpful ideas and much 
happiness were brought to many 
women through the club... Mrs. W. L. 
Graves thought the club was spectally 
valuable because it was organized on 
broad lines and had pushed the ends 
of no particular line or thought. Mrs, 
S. S. Salisbury said most of the women 
were connected with some special club 
or line of work, and she did not agree 
that the Friday Morning Club was 
wasting its time. 

Mrs. Sterry protested that she did not 
wish for one moment to insinuate that 
the club was wasting time, but that it 
was because the club was so broad 
and dignified and commanded such re- 
spect that she wanted it to do its meas- 
ure of the work of which it was fully 
capable. 

Mrs. D. G. Stephens thought that all 
were interested in the literary work of 
the club, but advocated the organizing 
of a committee for special work. She 
admired the courage. of the member 
who had presented the paper, and be- 
lieved with her that the club should 
help to build the history of the city. 

Mrs. Sartori thought the _ Social 
Topics Committee had been successful 
in bringing before the club topics of 
practical interest, but the point. re- 
mained to be seen what would be done 
with the questions afterward. 

Mrs. Fay of Pasadena declared that 
it was true that the club was doing 
absolutely nothing; that important 
questions had been brought before it 
for the last five years, but they had 
and that had 
been the last of them. The speaker 
thought a committee should be ap- 
pointed to work quietly and report 
once a month: that on the club’s 
broad platform it could work for prin- 
ciples and for them alone. 

Mrs. E. K. Foster thought the city 
was already afflicted with organiza-

Mrs. Sterry rose again to say that 
she had no desire to turn the club into

to, but she had mentioned them to in-

DEVELOPMENT OF AMERICAN 
STEEL. In a_recent issue the New 
York Commercial Advertiser gave a 
synopsis of an interview with a vet- 
eran iron and steel manufacturer re- 
garding the changes Which have taken 
the last 


place in the industry during 

‘three decades. Following is a con- 
densed report of the interview, from 
Bradstreet 's: 


‘The fact was cited that steel rails 
were first turned out in this country in 
1867 and brought $160 a ton. Hardly 
six years had elapsed when the cost 
was scaled down to $90 a ton, and one 


mill produced 30,000 tons a year, The 
producing capacity was further aug- 
mented until 50,000 -tons had been 
reached in one) year, Which figure at 
the time was considered marvelous. At 
the present time there are mills that 
can rell more rails in a month than any 


mill in this country could produce 
a year a quarter of a century ago, 
and that, too, with the aid of much less 
help. Less.than one-third the number 
of workmen are now required for a 
given output of rails than were needed 
twenty years ago. These figures are 
further supplemented by others which 
show that in 1871 the duty on steel 
rails amounted to $28 a_ ton, and the 
average price per ton was $102.50, When 
it as stated that steel rails sold for ex- 
port last year at $16 per ton, the ex- 
tent of the transition is at once ob- 
vious. A numberof factors have com- 
‘hined to bring about these changes. 
Chief among them may be mentfoned 
the cheapened rates of transportation, 
low-priced ore and improved metheds 
of production in the form of mechani- 
cal devices which have replaced hand 
labor. The extent to which steel rails 
have been substituted for iron rails 
may be gathered from the fact that in 
1867 only 2277 tons of steel rails and 
410,319 tons of iron rails were turned 
out from the mills. On the other hand, 
the year 1896 brought forth 1,117,663 
tons of steel ruils as against 4357 tons 
of iron rails. Inasmuch as steel rails 
have been found to be more durable 
and considerably cheaper than the 
iron rails, the manufacture of the lat- 
ter has about ceased. While plig fron 


has decreased greatly in value, the 
cast of steel has been lessened much 


more in proportion, because of the dis- 


improvements in the Bessemer pro- 


cess,”’

certain number of -hours, close to an 
electric light. The actinic rays of 
light, not only from an electric light, 
but from almost any kind of light, are 
known to be fatal in time to all kinds 
of germs, even the bacteria of anthrax. 
While the meats are exposed to light. 
a stream of hot air, at a temperature 
ranging from 115 to 150 deg. Fahr., is 
sent up through the box in which the 
meats are placed, to dry them. Then. 
the thoroughly dried meats are pow- 
dered, and are ready for Klondike ex- 
peditions, and for any army and navy 
‘use. The weight of a beefsteak dried 
in this way and powdered, is about 30 
per cent. of the original weight. Thi | 
paper referred to—the New England 
Grocer-—-says; 

“The same method is said to be feas- 
ible for fruits, milk, fish, oysters, ees, 
and, in fact, almost any kind of or- 
ganic food of a kind that will not keer 
of itself. Milk, when subjected to the 
electric light. divides into its three 
chief components, a layer of water 
forming at the bottom of the bottle. 
casein above that, and oil at the top. 

“The two main objections to the 
process are declared to be the rather 
urvelishable products obtained, and the 
fact that what the electrie light could 
do in the way of sterilizing was about 
one-eighth as great as the’ similar 
power of sunlight.”

NEW YORK, Mareh 18.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
review of trade tomorrow will Says that 
neither peace nor war reports have changed 
the onward current of business. Orders for 
more than $25,500,000 gold from Europe have 
blocked any drift toward stringency in rates 
for money, and treasury receipts of $1,100,600 
a day have kept in check any question about 
currency, while exports of products have con- 
tinued with a rate considerably increased, and 
the demands for products of the great indus- 
tries show steady expansicn. Prompt action 
by the Senate and House has removed all fear 
of embarrassment through conflicting pur- 
poses at Washington. The government is 
making ready without any waste of time, 
while frankly assuring everybody that it looks 
for a peaceful settlement, and hopes that its 
predictions may prove true. 
of the situation is the excess of merchandise 
exports, more. than $41,000,000 in February 
with an increase of $2,200,000 in miscellaneous 
products, $2.100,000 in provisions, $4,500,000 in 
cotton and $7,000,000 in breadstuffs, compared 
with last year, and $15,000,000 in all preducts. 
In two weeks in March exports have been 16 


} per cent. larger than last year, and imports 


have gained but 8.7 per cent., although 
especially swelled by receipts of India rubber, 
sugar and hides.

The best reports as to distributicn In leading 
lines come from the Central West, and the 
Northwest. Favorable weather has improved 
distribution of drygoods,. clothing, millinery, 
building materials, agricultural implements 
and nearly all other products forming staple 
consumption among the pros- 
perous farming community. The movement of 
iron and steel especially, large, but with- 
out effect on prices, which are generally 
very firmly held. Some slight advances in 
pig:iron, in fact, have been a feature of 
the week at some markets, Southern iron 
manufacturers are active, and fruit and vege- 
table shipments promise alike to be early 
and heavy. Distributive trade is reported 
increasing at the northwest; navization is 
practically open on the lakes, and the first 
of April will witness a general movement of 
eraft. Other favorable features of the coun- 
try’s general trade situation are summed 
up in liberal shipments of leading cereals, 
unprecedented totals of exports at New 
York, fewer business failures and slightly 
larger bank clearings. Prices have moved 
irregularly during the week.

NEW YORK, March 18.—Today’s stock mar- 
ket fluctuated over quite wide extremes, first 
upward and then downward, and. with a later 
recovery above the early high point.

Compromise with Spain over Cuba was 
the burden of this rumor, accompanied by the 
information that Spain was perfectly willing 
to grant everything on the sole condition that 
her flag remains in Cuba. The professional 
short sellers hastened to cover open contracts 
on the strength of this report, and another to 
the effect that a distinguished officer of high 
rank in the United States navy had expressed 
the opinion that the Maine was destroyed by 
an internal explosion due to an accident. Busi- 
ness in the flurry caused by these rumors was 
more active than at any time during the day, 
but was not an unusually large scale, especi- 
ally considering the wide movement of prices. 
Neither was the rally well held, the reaction 
touching practically all stocks and amounting 
to a substantial fra¢tion in any case. As for 
the opening spurt, it was largely assisted by 
the buoyancy of the local traction stocks, 
based on the reported offer of the rapid 
transit to an elevated company. The heav- 
iness and dullness were without the slightest 
interruption after the opening spurt up to the 
recovery in the last hour. The relapse in 
Spanish fours on the London and Paris ex- 
changes was not reassuring. Notwithstanding 
yesterday's slight hardening in the rates of 
exchange and the distinctly higher tone in 
teday’s market, further gold to the amount 
of $900,000 was engaged for import today. The 
bond market showed weakness in the early 
dealings, and a firmer tendency at the close.

CHICAGO, March 18.—Wheat started firm, . 
July higher at 85%4@85.%, and May 
% higher, at 1.04%. It was raining through- 
out the West, in itself a depressing fea- 
ture, but freezing weather was reported in 
the Northwest, and this caused a good deal 
of apprehension that the frost-line might 
extend over the water-soaked winter wheat- 
fields. Possible damage from this source did 
not at first result in a great increase in 
the buying demand, but it stopped the sell- 
ing pressure, and shorts anxious to cover 
found it necessary to advance their bids ma- 
terially before securing the desired wheat. 
In the forty-five minutes, trading in July 
was advanced to 8%. Then realizing by 
scalpers caused a reaction to 85%, where the 
market hung for a short time. After that 
the market gradually became stronger, and 
trade broadened out considerably. Later ad- 
vices from Liverpool showed sharp advances 
both in cash and deferred futures. California 
sent out quite gloomy reports, predictions 
made that the crop would not exceed 2,000,000 
bushels. That this report was taken seriously 
in California was evidenced by the number of 
covering orders both for May and July con- 
tracts, but especially for the former, which 
were received from that section. Private ad- 


there were nearly exhausted. The seaboar 
advices were of a bullish character, an im- 
proved foreign demand at better prices be- 
ing reported The price of July reached 86% 
on shorts buying. Realizing caused a reac- 
tion to 85%, but near the end of the ses3ion 
advanced to 864%@86%, closing strong at 
86%. Quite a-large trade was done in May. 
California shorts were especially good buy- 
ers. Leiter was a free seller, but the mar- 
ket was strong enough to absorb everything 
offered and probably 500,000 bushels was dis- 
posed of by the Leiter people at prices around

A. J. KING OF NORWALK IN THE 
COUNTY JAIL. 


Nonpartisans Have Filed Papers 
With the County Clerk—Nom- 
inees Will Run as Independents, 
County Club Opening—Americus 

Club Executive Committee, 


PASADENA, March 18, — [Regular Corre- 
spondence.] Constable S. Is. Wallis of this 
city is hugging himself this evening to think 
that he is alive, while A. J. King of Nor- 
walk, formerly of this city, is in the County 
Jail, charged with an assault with a loaded 
weapon, under bonds of $500, which he failed 
to put up, and on another charge of attempt 
to kill. 

Wallis went to Norwalk today to serve an 
execution against King, and when the latter 
drove to his house shortly after noon he was 
considerably under the influence of liquor, 
He immediately recognized Wallis, with whom 
he has had business transactions of a similar 
nature before, and when the Constable pre- 
sented the execution he deliberatly tore it into 
small pieces, which the officer brought back 
to Pasadena with him. 


-_ The irate man then went into the house 


and soon returned with a shotgun, which he 


informed the officer was loaded with buck- 


shot, and with which he was going to kill 
him. Wallis is a good talker and gave the 
man conversation for a full hour, but could 
never get him to lay the gun down. King 
showed Wallis eight cows, and told him to 
take five of them if he dared, but the fact 
that the eight cows are still in Norwalk shows 
that Wallis did not dare. 

The Constable finally went away, and the 
last he saw of King upon his own place was 
as he drove out, with King- still pointing 
the gun at him. Arrival at the justice’s of- 
fice in Norwalk, Wallis went‘in and made a 
complaint against King of &ssault with a 
deadly weapon. Hardly haa the warrant 
been sworn to than King drove up to the 
justice’s office with the shotgun in his wagon 
and asked if the Pasadena Constable was 
there. He was promptly placed under arrest 
and held in $500 for his appearance. The 
shotgun was removed from his wagon, and 
Wallis took him to the County Jail. On the 
way iff King swore that he would get -out 
before morning on habeas corpus proceedings 
and would then make it his business to kill 
Wallis before the sun arose. 

Arriving in Pasadena, Wallis swore to a 
complaint of threatening to kill, and again 
went in to Los Angeles to the jail and placed 
that warrant in the hands of the Sheriff to 
hold King, should he succeed in getting out 
on the first charge. This trouble all comes 
from a bill of about $40 owed for feed for 
his cattle to @ Pasadena firm, while King was 
a resident of South Pasadena. King has a 
wife and three daughters and a couple of 
sons.

The Nonpartisans have filed their papers 
with the City Clerk for the positions of three 
of the City Trustees. The petition for P. G. 
Wooster as City Trustee bears the names of 
ninety-nine residents of Pasadena.

SAN DIEGO COUNTY. 


MILITARY RESERVATION ORDERED 
CLOSED TO VISITORS, 


Preparations for Defense Going 
Rapidly on in the Harboar—Brit- 
ish Officer Describes the San 
Juan Row—Last Rain Assures 
the Crops, 


SAN DIEGO, March 18.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] The genera} activity pervading 
the naval and military departments has 
reached the local companies. Yesterday morn- 
ing orders were received from Gen. Shafter 
closing Point Loma military reservation to vis- 
itors. This applies to the entire 1100 acres, run- 
ning up to and including the quarantine sta- 
tion. Pleasure parties going across the bay 
on launches were forced to return without 
landing, soldiers being posted at intervals 
with instructions to turn everybody back. 

With the receipt of the exclusion order

From hints dropped by the several super- 
vising engineers and other officers from time 
to time, it is known that the government has 
been at work for some time on its plants to 
defend this harbor .by means of submarine 
mines. One of these officers told a Times 
representative some days ago that this portion 
of the defenses of the country was jealously 
guarded from foreigners, and even from citi- 
zens, in order to prove more effective in case 
of war. He added, however, that the torpedo 
defense of San Diego was of the most modern 
design, the terrible messengers being directed 
by electricity, except in case of submarine 
mines, which are fired by the electric current 
running from the casemate. 

The .operations at quarantine were de- 
clared by the soldiers to be the construction, 
principally, of torpedo warehouses, where the 
high explosives are safe from the concussion 
of the big guns further down the bay. But 
from the location and character of the work, 
much of which is carried on after nightfall, 
it is certain that submarine mines are being 


laid, 

ROW AT SAN JUAN. 

The British gunboat Pheasant, Capt. Smith, 
which arrived in the harbor last evening from 
Corinto, Nicaragua, was present at an excit- 
ing scrimmage at San Juan del Sur, Nica- 
ragua, between the insurgents and govern- 
ment troops. The British vessel took no 
part; if she had the scrimmage would have 
been shorter. The trouble culminated on Feb- 
ruary 4, when the government troops routed 
the insurgents and regained possession of the 
customhouse and other government buildings. 

“‘We were merely onlookers, you know,”’ 
said an. officer of the Pheasant this morning, 
“but we're always pleased to see a bit of a 
row, don’t you know. Well, they®kicked up a 


“mess—a. Centrel- American war, they call 


and before long the insurgents were in posses- 
sion of San Juan del Sur. In fact, they were 
in possession when we arrived. The officers 
pretended to have a regularly-organized civil 
and military government, and called upon us 
with all the dignity and uniform they could 
muster. 

“It’s a deucedly hard affair to tell which is 
which. What I mean to say is, one day there 
is a set of officials, and the next day they are 
dead or sloped, you know, and another set 
takes charge. We had three or four different 
sets to become acquainted with. Some of the 
insurgents were kiTied and the rest got out. 
On the morning of February 4 we heard sev- 


eral biggish guns firing in the interior, and 


the government troops approached the town. 
There was a sort of guerilla fighting all the 
time. About noon with our glasses we could 
see the troops come together on the plaza and 
and in the streets. They fought well. But 
the insurgents were poorly organized, while 
the government troops, I must say, were well] 
handled. The result..was the routing of the 
insurgents. It was a bit refreshing, you 
know, to see a little row.”’ 

On her way up the coast the Pheasant put 
into Ensenada to show the flag, as Capt. 
Smith said, and to pay respects to the British 
Vice-Consul, Col. Offley J. Crewe-Read. But 
it was ascertained that Cal. Crewe-Read had 
changed his residence to San Diego, and the 
Pheasant immediately weighed anchor. After 
taking on coal here she will proceed to 
Esquimalt. 

Capt. Smith reported that the British cruiser 
Leander was at Corinto when he left, but 
she has since gone to Panama. The flagship 
Imperieuse is at Panama. and both vessels 
will soon return to Esquimalt, calling here 
en route. 

When asked as to the probability of war be- 
tween Costa Rica and Nicaragua, Capt. Smith 
said there were about two thousand Costa 
Rican troops reported to be on the Nicaraguan 
border, ready to cross over. But the English 
government evidently considered the affair a 
trifling one, or the chances of war remote, as 
the British vessels were ordered away. 

RAIN AND CROPS. 

Quite heavy showers fell in the city last 
night, and at intervals today. In the interior, 
as usual, the fall was larger, reaching half an 
inch in El Cajon Valley, and almost an inch 
at Cuyamaca, Alpine, Morena dam and other 
points of high altitude. Santa Maria Valley, 
where thousands of acres of grain and hay 
are at the mercy of the clouds, was immensely 
refreshed by the additional precipitation, and 
the ranchers report by telephone that their 
crops are now Safe, if no more rain falls. 
They are, however, anxious for more mois- 
ture. El Cajon Valley fruit and grain men 
are happy, with the danger line passed. 

In the question of storage water the county 
will fare better than at first expected. The 
fall, while below the average, will not leave 
the reservoirs dry by any means. ‘There is 
a good-sized stream of water flowing in the 
Cottonwood past Morena dam, and Otay dam 
is rising with the recent showers. Sweet- 
water dam has thus far failed to show the 
effect of recent rains, but the consumers un- 
der that system have agreed to be sparing 
of irrigation supply, which will be sufficient, 
according to the officers of the company, to 
supply every tree, if no water is wasted. 

The Cuyamaca Lake, the head of the flume 
system, has fortunately received more rainfall 
than was expected two weeks ago. The con- 
sumers under the flume system have not yet 
got together for mutual good, but may do so 
before the season has too far advanced. As 
the flume supplies the city as well as back 
country, much concern is naturally felt as to 
the resources of Cuyamaca reservoir in a 
dry year like the present. 

Reports from Lower California are that 
more rain has fallen there than here. Ranch- 
ers who were about to give up their wheat 
crops two weeks ago are now assured of more 
than half a crop. 

THE COLUMBIA SPOKEN. 

The steamer City of Columbia, which has 
had such a hard time coming from New York 
to this coast with a party of Klondikers, 
has been spoken, and is due to arrive here 
in about a week. The steamed New Eng- 
land, from Boston for San Francisco, spoke 
the Columbia a few days ago, and Capt. Baker 
reported them all well, including the twenty 
widows bound for the ice-clad gold fields. 

Originally there were sixty widows to sai] 
on the Columbia, under the charge of a 
widow of abnormal business capacity, who 
saw in the scheme a chance to make big 
money and please the Yukoners by giving 
them an assortment of wives.

A Coloradoan'’s Big Fishing—Golf 
Tournament—Personals. 
HOTEL DEL CORONADO, March 18.—[Reg- 
ular Corespondence.] One of the most proti- 
cient fishermen who has _ visited this 
anglers’ paradise is E. Barnett, 
of The Antlers, Colorado Springs. Mr. PBar- 
nett takes a rest during the winter, when 
his hotel is having a lull, and goes south to 
kill tarpon, or east to inveigle the wary 
trout, and now comes west to wrestle with 
the gamy barracuda and Spanish mackerel. 
He finds the sport more exciting than any 

thing he has yet encountered. 

‘IT have killed tarpon in the Florida waters,”’ 
said Mr. Barnett today, ‘‘which were big 
fellows, and gamy. Some of them run as 
high as one hundred and fifty pounds. They 
are full of fight. 
and exciting sport, yesterday's experience is 
good enough for me. It beats tarpon or trout 
for a combination of sport, skill and ex- 
citement. 

“We went out in the yacht Isabel, prot® 
ably half way to Coronado Islands. We got 
half a dozen lines out. Before five. minutes 
had passed we struck something more like 
a university than a school of barracuda. The 
idea of tending half a dozen lines was mad- 
dening. We had to give it up. I. had all 
I could do to care for one line, Capt. Dunne 
being an old hand, cared for two. We caught 
and killed barracuda as fast as we could 

“It was not mere slaughter, either, for 
every one was like a shot out of a gun, or 
rather like an arrow, darting hither and 
thither, fighting for life. Whew! They made 
the line failly smeke as it zipped through’ 
the water. I never saw such vim in any 
fish. At the end of our sport, which lasted 
I don't know how long, being so engrossed 
that time was no more to me. I had 47 big 
fellows weighing 300 pounds. That was enough 
I was satisfied, for once in my life.’’ 

Barracuda are the only fish running at 
present, but by the time they are tired 
of fighting there will be other varictics. Yel- 
lowtail are good fighters and therefore sweet.

ORANGE COUNTY. 
Fifteen Chinamen Landed and Were 


Arrested—Srow and Rain. 


SANTA ANA, March 18. — [Regular Corre- 
spondence.] Fifteen Chinamen were placed 
in jail here last night. They were landed at 
Anaheim Landing, an ‘almost deserted little 
town on the coast, sixteen miles east of here, 
by an unknown schooner, just after daylight 
Wednesday morning, with the apparent inten- 
tion on the part of the captain of smuggling 
them into this country. 

The Chinamen were arrested Thursday by 
Constable William Ball of Westminster, who 
was informed of their advent by Louie Bolz, 
a resident of Anaheim Landing. The Con- 
stable brought the gang to Westminster, and 
informed Chinese Inspector Putnam of Los 
Angeles of his capture. The inspector came 
to Santa Ana last night. and in company with 
Deputy Sheriff N. A. Ulm went to Westmin- 
ster after them and placed them in jail. 

The Chinamen claim that they came from 
San Diego, but when the cfficers searched 
them $5.25 in silver was found, $3.25 of which 
was Mexican money. About half the number 
can talk English, having evidently been in 
America before. Loute Bolz. who gave the 
information, gives the following information 
in regard to their landing. 

The schooner anchored out from the boat 
landing late Tuesday afternoon, and the cap- 
tain of the vessel came ashore and inquired 
of Bolz who lived at the place. On being 
informed that it was nothing but a summer 
resort, the officer returned to his boat. In 
the morning Mr. Bolz saw the captain and 
crew coming ashore with five Chinamen {n 
a rowboat. The boatewas capsized, and Mr. 
Bolz went to their rescue. 

As soon as his five passengers were safely 
landed, the officer returned to the schooner 
and lost no time im putting cut tofsea again, 
On looking around Mr. Bolz found ten more 
Chinamen camped behind sandhills, 
who had heen landed earlier in the morning, 
and he at once notified the officer at West- 
minster, who came and with the assistance cf 
his informant. arrested all of them.
